Washington, September 24.—Pres- 
ident Wilson will not carry out the 
. instructions of congress, contained

Urge Release of Debs. 

A nation-wide petition is be- 
ing circulated asking for the un- 
conditional release from prison of 
Eugene V. Debs, socialist candi- 
date for president, and all other 
“political prisoners,” it was an- 
nounced here last night by Sam- 
uel M. Castleton, local attorney 
for Debs. 

Among names of signers, as 
given by the attorney, were those 
of Jacob H. Schiff, Helen Keller, 
Charles P. Steinmetz, Norman 
Hapgood, former Governor 
Blease, of South Carolina; Parley 
®. Christensen, presidential can- 
didate of the farmer-labor party, 
and “every other prominent lead- 
er of that party.”

HAYS IGNORES 


ANOTHER ADVANGE 
N EXPRESS RATE 


Average Increase of 13.5 
Per Cent Allowed, Mak- 
ing Total Increase of 26 
Per Cent in Last Few 
Months. ; 


Washington,. September 24.—Fur- 
ther increases in express rates aver- 
aging 13.5 per cent were approved 
today by the interstate commerce 
commission. The increases, which 
apply toX\class and commodity rates, 
make a total increase of 26 per 
cent granted the express companies 
within the last few months. 

The express companies had asked 
for additional tncreases up to 15 
per cent. The only exceptions made 
in the new rates are in the casé 
of milk and cream shipments. 

For the first six months of this 
year the éxpress companies lost ap- 
proximately $21,000.000, according 
to their report to the commigsion, 
which showed revenues of $159,681.- 
900 and operating expenses of $180.- 
778,000. During the wtirst half of 


1919 the cempanies reported reve- 
nues of $132,708,000, and operating 
expensés of $145,703,000. The per- 
centage ratio of expenses to earu- 
ings for ehe comparative periods of 
the two years increased from 109 to 
113 per cent approximately, the re- 
port said. 

In its announcement of the rate 
increases, the commission said: 

“With the very substantial in- 
creases in express rates, shippers 
have a right to demand an improv- 
ed and steadily improving service. 
On our part, while at all times 
ready to accord to a common car- 
rier that relief to which it may be 
fiustly entitled, we shall not view 
with complacency anything other 
than a painstaking and unremitting

Riga, September 24.—(By the As- | 
sociated Press.j—Adolf Joffe, head 


of the bolshevik peace mission, 
which igs treating with the Poles, 
electrified a .dull session of the 
peace conference today and lent 
real interest to the occasion when 


he presented to the Poles the Rus- 


sian’ government’s armistice terms, 
which carried with them an ulti- 
matum that soviet. Russia would in- 
augurate a winter campaign if the 
armistice was not arranged within 
ten days. 

The offer came as a complete sur- 
prise, the Polish counter proposals 
to the soviet terms offered at 


Minsk being the order of the day. 


Consequently, the Polish delegation 
was unable to make ‘ahy response 
directly to the unexpected terms, 
which M. Joffe explained were 
framed at’ Moscow Thursday. by the | 
executive committee of the govern- 
ment. He said the bolsheviki were 
not anxious to prolong the war, but 
were auxious to know immediately 
whether peace was possible. 

The bolsheviki, by their move. 
are considered to:-have gained a 
tactical advantage by the sudden 
stroke, which precludes procrastina- 
tion and makes the position of the 
Polish delegates difficult, as they 
had expected a deliberate settle- 
ment of peace preliminaries before 
armistice terms. ° 

‘Observers of the conference are 
of the opinion that the trip hammer 
methods of the bolsheviki will torce 
day and night work on the part of 
the delegations if they are to work 
out the preliminaries of peace be- 
fore October 5.

Child Absolately Normal. 

The molars, or jaw teeth, seldom 
appear so early in life and there is 
no record of a pre-natal gold filling 
anywhere else. Aside from these 
most remarkable traits the little 
girl is ebsolutely normal to the eye. 
She appears to be unusually intelli- 
gent and vivacious, has the best 
color and the bluest eyes. 7 

In the Lee family are three other 
children, a girl of 9, a boy of 7; and 
another girl of 3. They are healthy 


youngsters who have teethed ac- 
cording to precedent and evidence 
little interest in the youthful prod- 
igy. their sister. 

When requested to tell the story 
of her young daughter, Mrs. Lee 
said: “I don’t know what to think 
about it. All I know is that it is 
there, as bright and shiny as though 
the best dentiat in fhe world had 
put it there. I first noticed it last 
Tuesday morning. The baby had 
been sick several.days, and I knew 
she was teething. That morning 
she was particularly fretful, and I 
made an examination. At first I 
thought there was something wrong 
with my eyes, but I took her out- 
side into the strong light and I had 
to believe what I saw. 

“When my husband came home I 
told him about it; and he became 
uneasy. Then the news got over 
the mill settlement and people be- 
gan to come to see for themselves. 
That night we decided to take. her 
to the doctor and see what he 
thought about it. We were afraid 
something might happen to. the 
baby—this kind of a thing was 80 
unusual. The doctor told us that 
We had nothing to fear, as the 
tooth seemed to be coming through 
all right, and that Eva Catherine 
was healthy in every other way, as 
far as he could see.” 

Dr. Hood’s Explanation. 


Dr. R. L. Hood, of 59 Stonewall 
street, was the physician to whom 
Mr. and Mrs. Lee carried Eva Cath- 
erine soon after discovering the re- 
markable tooth. Upon being inter- 
viewed regarding the incident Dr. 
Hood stated: 

“The tooth looks like the purest 
zold, but I can assure you it is not 
gold. There is evidently some dis- 
coloration of the enamel of the 
tooth which gives it the appearance 
of gold. I examined it closely and 
found that about half or two-thirds 
of the tooth has that color, while 
the remainder looks like any toher 
healthy, normal tooth. 

‘It is a little unusual for a child 
to cut a molar tooth at the age of 
seven months and particularly be- 
fore ‘the bicuspids ér eye teeth and 
the stumach teeth come through. 
However, I see no reason for. Mr. 
and Mrs. Lee,.to be apprehensive 
about the child’s health. It appears 
to be normal and an ~- unusually 
bright baby. As for signs, yow 
know we doctors accept facts an4 | 
not superstitions as a basis from 
Which to work, 

“There is absolutely no reason to 
believe that the child has developed 
this peculiar goldlike tooth as a 
birthmark. Her mother told me that 
she had two crowns put in about 
two months before the.baby was 
born and that she suffered more ér 
less paih with them. This was téo 
late for_any prenatal inflnence to 
work. Birthmarks come as a re- 
sult of shocks or frights of differ- 
ent kinds during the first three 
months of pregnancy and such an 
ordeal as painful dental work later 
than this would have no effect.”

PREMIER OF FRANCE 


He Is Father-téilaw of Paul 


Rockwell, Who Once 
. Laved in Atlanta. 


Paris, September 24.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—George® Leygues, 
minister of marine, in the Clemen- 


ceau cabinet, has accepted a cal] 
to the first premiership under Pres- 
ident Miller ’s administration, it 
Was announced this afternoon. He 
will likewise act as foreign minis- 
er. ‘ 

Besides holding the premiership, 
M. Millerand was the foreign min- 
ister ‘of hig own cabinet, and the 
new premier is likewise to head the 
foreign office: It is understood the 
other ministers of the Millerand 
cabinet will retain their posts. ‘ 

During the consultation between 
President Millerand and M. Leygues, 
they found themselves in agreement 
in the idea that a cabinet whose 
policy had been approved by both 
chambers of the parliament ought to 
be maintained, 

It is recalled here that M. Ley- 
Zues has an American son-in-law, 
Paul Rockwell, an Atlanta news- 
paper man, who served with the 
French 
war and in 1916 married Jeanne 
Leygues, the new premier’s daugh- 
ter, in Paris. 


Georges Leygues, who became 
minister of marine when Premier 
Clemenceau formed his cabinet, in 
November, 1917, a few. months after 
the entry of the United States in 
the war, served in that post 
throughout the remainder of the 
world conflict, contributing notably 
to the success of the allies in the 
long struggle they waged toward 
the curbing of German submarine 
warfare. He retired from: ministerial 
office last January with the resig- 
nation of M. Clemenceau. 

M. Leygues began his political] ca- 
reer as a member of the chamber, 
which he entered in 1884, Subse- 
quently, he held posts in the cabi- 
nets of Dupuy, Ribot, Waldeck- 
Rousseau and Sarrien. He is a law- 
yer by profession, and a writer of 
prominence on historical, political, 
economic and literary subjects. His 
political affiliations have been with 
the group of republicans of the 
left. He will be 62 years old in 
November. 

Paul Rockwell, who married the 
daughter of Georges —-Leygues, the 
new French premier, is well known 
in Atlanta, where he resided for 
some years, serving on the city 
staff of The Constitution. He is a 
brother of Kiffin Rockwell, the 
aviator, who was killed during the 
world war. Both Paul and Kiffin 
Rockwell volunteered for service 
with the French forces long before 
the United; States entered the war.

HEALTH TALKS

Early and Late Marriages. 

I grew up, writes a teacher, aged 
82, without seeing the beautiful side 
of married life, always declaring to 
mother that I would never marry. I 
was the oldest of five children and 
helped raise the others. We all have 
received college training, none of 
us is married, as we were trained 
to get our education after twenty 
and wait till some property could 
be acquired ...tI now see wifehood 
and motherhood tn the holv light 
. « « I desire this great happiness. 

. Until this past year I refused 
every offer, because IT did not feel 
that those who spoke of marriage 
were my equals in education and 
advantages, .. 

And now this teacher finds herself 
in a quandary trying to decide 
whether to marry a man more than 
twenty years her senior and the vic- 

tim of an acquired physical de- 
fect. She has been made to be- 
lieve that at thirty-two she ig a 
bit too old to marry—yet if she 
marries it will be a man. twenty- 
three years older than herself. That 
would be unfortunate. A slight dif- 
ference, say up to ten years, be- 
tween the ares of husband and wife 
may be insignificant, but the wed- 
ding of July and October is scarce- 
ly less to be deplored than the 
joining-of May and December. 

Education and property acquisi- 
tlon are all very well, but when 
these are permitted to put off mar- 
riage, a mistake has been made, 

By the age of twenty-five every 
man,should be married or taxed 
as an unmarried man, unless he 
can show sufficient reason for  ex- 
emption. And the tax on bachelors 
should be so heavy that it would 
be no joke. The revenue so0 acc - 
mulated should go into a fund for 
state subsidies for motherhood. 

There is no sort of useful educa- 
tion which a man or woman should 
not have completed by the age of 
twenty-four years at the latest. And 
when a man marries he «hould mar- 
ry a woman who takes him for him- 
self, not for his property.

these institutions to every boy and 
girl free of charge. Under the 2on- 
solidated system, the smaller schools 
in the country districts would be 
used for primary and elementary 
work. 

“Progress in education. in Georgia 
has been marked, but uneven,” said 
Mr. Brittain. “In some cities, com- 
munities and counties it has beeh 
so rapid as to attract attention in 
other states, in spite of the fact 
that many others have been so sta- 


jtionary and unprogressive that they 


hold us back and hurt the reputa- 
tion of the entire commonwealth. 
Many Progressive Sections. 

“The progressive sections are so 
much in the majority, however, that 
they have done most. creditable 
work both in diminishing illiteracy 
and in raising educational stan- 
dards,” he continued. 

“The dearest thing to the heart of 


Pthe average Georgia legislator is his 


public school system, for he knows 
its worth. His only error is the 
tendency to believe the money gift 
from the state treasury will take 
the place of wise financial laws, and 
I believe he will realize and help 
us in this.” 

The general regulations for state 
aid for high schools, as outlined by 
the superintendent, are as follows: 

The high school receiving state 
ald must be under public contro} 
and must have four high school 
grades above the seventh grade. 
There must be at least two téachers 
forthese four grades. These teach- 
ers must be properly quailfied and 
efficient. At least one of the teach- 
érs should possess a degree from a 
standard four-year college. ApDpli- 
cation for state al@€ must be made 
on official blanks prepared by the 
state department of education. Ac- 
company ihe the application there 
should be filedasketch map of the 
county, showing the relation of the 
proposed state aid high school to 
other schools of the county and the 
plan for the probable development 
of the high schools and related ele- 
mentary schools. The application 
must be approved by the state de- 
partment of education after inves- 
tigation of the school, and an offi- 
cial report made thereon, Prefer- 
ence will be given first to those 
counties not now having public four- 
year high schools. 


Location of Schools. 


In locating the school, consider- 
ation will be given to location, ac- 
eessibility, building, equipment, 
means of support, provision for rue 
ral pupils, transportation, curricu- 
tum, efficiency pf instruction and 
general intellecttial and moral tone 
of the school. The school must pro- 
vide the necessary equipment, rec- 
ords and a library, required for the 
curriculum approved, and make such 
reports as may be required by the 
department. 

Requirements for the consolidated 
elementary school] are the fol- 
lowing: 

Established under direction of the 
county board of education. Subject 
to investigation and approval of the 
state department of education. 
Building must be in accordance 
with approved plans as to light, 
sanitation, etc. Plans of any new 
building shal) be approved by state 
department. School should at least 
meet standard rural schoo) require- 
ments. Application for state aid 
shall be on offiical blanks signed 
by the president of the county board 
of education°and the county schoo) 
superintendent. School officials 
should make consolidation with a 
view to the fuutre development of 
the schoo] system.

GREAT HUNTING SEASON 
PREDICTED BY WARDEN

ed the young broods ‘were not 
drowned out nearly as much as usu- 
al. From every section of the state 
comes the report that young quail 
is more abundant than it has been 
for a long time. This is espe- 
cially true in the southern part of 
Georgia. 

“ “Splendid reports come along the 
line of the Altamaha valley in such 
counties as Wayne, Jeff Davis, Ap- 
pling, Tattnall, Liberty and Mont- 
gomery. In the southwestern séc- 
tion of the state the news is as 


ually encouraging. Better reports 
about wild turkey have been re- 
ceived in‘this office in the last few 
days than at any time since I have 
been commissioner. There are @ 
great many young wild turkeys in 
the southern part of the state. 
A Deplorable Facet. F 
“Tt is a deplorable and unfortu- 
nate fact that a great many of oyr 
people will attempt to shoot these 
birds before the opening of the sea- 
son on November 20. It is to be 
hoped that all the sportsmen in 
Georgia and all the game wardens 
will make an extra effort to see 
that the law is obeyed, and that 
shooting does not begin until No- 
vember 20 on quail and wild tur- 


ey. 

“The deer season opens on Oc- 
tober 1, and for men who enjoy 
this splendid sport prospects are 
better than they have been since 
the establishment of the game laws. 
A god many of our coast counties 
report deer as fairly numerous, 
and the counties along the Florida 
line report the same conditions. 
This is especially true in Thomas 
and Grady counties. 

“There is abundant sport this 
year for all, and we believe those 
who go into the woods will be 
amply repaid. The department needs 
the assistance and encouragement 
of all people who believe in the ob- 
servance of the law. We are mak- 
ing a strenuous effort to enforce 
the laws as rigidly, ax we can along 
lines of conservation, and it ts 
especially desirable that the bag 
limits and the open seasons be ob- 
served, 

“We call the attention of the 
sportsmen of Georgia again to the 
fact that the federal migratory bird 
act has been deeglared constitu- 
tional, and changes the Georgia 
Season on wood duck,, migratory 
duck, woodcock, plovers and doves. 
The dove season in Georgia, ac- 
cording to the federal act, will 
open on November 20 and close on 
January 31, with a bag~lUumit of 
twenty-five in one day. 

Summer and Wood Duck. 

“The killing of summer or wood 
duck is absolutely prohibited, and 
on migratory duck the season is 
from November 1 to January 31, On 
woodcock, from December 1 to De- 


rcember $31, six in one day, and on 


plovers from November 20 to Jan- 
uary 31, fifteen in one day. 

“In making up these dates we 
also quote the open séason allowed 
by both national and state laws. 
We again call your attention to the 
fact that. the migratory bird act 
has been held ‘constitutional by the 
supreme court of the United States, 
and the possession of a_ state li- 
cense will not prevent a. hunter 
from being prosecuted by federal 
wardens “nder the federal] act. 

“For the benefit of the sports- 
men of the state, the open: season 
under the federal and state laws 
have both been printed. The only 
safe course to purstvie is to nunt 
during that season which is opened 
by both state and federal laws. In 
fact, this is the only legal time to 
hunt. ' 

“We desire to thank the people 
for the support they have given the 
department. We want to say that 
we desire to serve the people here 
in very way we possibly can, and 
the office ig open to recefve com- 
plaints and to furnish all tnforma- 
tion possible and to assist tne gen- 
eral public in every way. 

“This has been a strenuous year 
upon most people, and we believe 
the relaxation of a few days spent 
in the woods in the greatest of all 
sports will be of great benefit to 
a large number of men in Georgia.” 

“Wor the benefit of the public, we 
give you the chart of the open 
season and bag limit under the 
game laws. We also print the fed- 
eral chart in connection with this. 
It might be well if you see. this to 
cut it.out and place in your memo- 
randum book.”

Net Drop in Wheat. 
Corn Lost 1 to 2 1-2 Cts. 


Chicago,, September 24.—Slashing 
of prices extended to wheat today 
and resulted in a spectacular flur- 
ry. The market closed wild, 103-4 
to 121-4 net’ lower, with December 
$2.26 to $2.251-2, and March $2.15 
to $2.161-4. Corn lost 1 to 21-2 
cents, oats finished 3-4c off to 1-8c 
up, and provisions down, 21-2 to 20 
cents. 

Heavy selling with which the 
wheat market opened gave evidence 
that sentiment had at last been in- 
fluenced by the sharp reduction of 
prices for other commodities, and 
especially by the fact that, judged 
by ordinary standards, the quota- 
tions for wheat were much out of 
line with those current for other 
grain. Heretofore export demand 
for breadstuffs has been sufficient 
to make the wheat market climb in- 
stead of fall, but today, for the first 
time of late, an important part of 
the selling was ascribed to Euro- 
pean sources.

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HE cry in England that women are going 

“gambling mad” has occasioned no end 

of a stir in the British capital, even amid 
the excitements of a period that certainly does 
not. lack occasion for many debates and anxi- 
eties. And it is not less startling to discover 
that. the fashion, or the malady—it is called 
by names worse than either—has been gather- 
ing a momentum in America. In fact, it is 
declared that gambling madness in the United 
States has really gone farther than in Eng- 
land, with the chief and rather saddening dif- 
ference that the United States has taken the 
thing for granted. 

It is perhaps true that gambling by women, 
as well as men, has to some extent been taken 
for granted. Bridge for prizes grew so inno- 
cently into a formidable form of gambling 
that its recognition as a social or ethical dan- 
ger naturally was slow to happen. There were 
protests, but these protests often seemed to 
be against cards rather than against the sordid 
side of the game, against frittered time rather 
than against the money hazards. Bridge sur- 
vived all the abuse. It became the most preva- 
lent game in the country, and under the spell 
of its prevalence and the tradition of “prizes” 
the purely gambling feature got a good foot- 
hold. 

But the worm really has turned. The worm 
may be the husband whose wife has lost too 
much money. It may be personified in a good 
many ways. Anyhow, it has turned resent- 
fully—it has even appealed to the police. “= 
~ “They’ve shifted from bridge!” was the cry. 
*They’re at craps and red dog!” ‘ 

Horrors! 

Not waiters or longshoremen, but lovely 
ladies in diaphanous fashionable gowns, on 
their knees, shooting craps! 

And red dog, too! Red dog is played with 
cards, and yet— Well, it has fever in it, a 
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fever that soon spells itself in coin and bills. 
ro» The echoes of: police interest have been 
heard in Chicago, in Cleveland, in Pittsburgh 
and in many other cities. The remark of 
Chief of Police Fisher, of Bellevue, which went 
buzzing over the wires from Pittsburgh, that 
“a wave of crap shooting is sweeping over the 
state, particularly among society women,” was 
a typical comment. Other police chiefs have 
grumbled at the difficulty presented by the 
social prominente of the offenders. “Why. 
look here,” exclaimed one irate police captain 
in New York state, “how can we go on yank- 
ing up little people for shooting craps when 
these society women play the same. game, and 
for real money, and everybody knows it? Ser- 
vants see these things happen—they see it all 
and hear it all—and the word is passed along. 
It ain’t fair. What can we do?” 

Cards and dice by no means exp'ain the 
whole situation. Games in the ordinary sense 
are only the beginning of the story. Betting— 
plain and fancy betting is the madness. The 
coinplaint in England is: “These women will 
bet on anything.” A London business man has 
just been declaring: “My office girl< talk 
more about their bets than their work. One 
of them has even incited my wife to maxing 
bets.” Bets on the weather, on the number— 
odd or even, perhaps—of the next motor car 
tMat goes by, on the word some one may use, 
on the postmark of the first letter, and so on. 
Anything that can be used as a bet and 
squared in money. The preoccupations of 
gambling are bad enough, roars the British 
business man, but the transfer of copper and 
silver makes him and everyone else a bit un- 
easy. 

There are many indications that the situa- 
tion in this country is not greatly different 
either in respect of waprers or money settlé- 
ments. Once upon a time women made bets, 
but they were not settled with money. Right 
there is. the serious feature against which a 
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storm of disapproval is rising. “Why shouldn't 
we bet and pay?” asked a Wall Street stenog. 
rapher the other day. “We earn the money. 
It might not have been ladylike to bet with 
money when we had to pay with someone else’s 
money. Now we are independent. It’s our 
own lookout if we lose.”

It is generally known that Sena- 
tor Harding’s father is a. physician 
practicing in Marion. But he told me 
that his moth@ also, was a physi-* 
cian, aliuough she never engaged in 
active practice. For the son of a 
couple both physicians, the Senator 
has some fairly sound notions of 
health conservation, if only he would 
practice what he kuows. He men- 
tioned overeating and worry as _ the 
two chief causes of high blood pres- 
sure and so they are, if tobacco is not 
overlooked, Incidentally. it is curious 
how men of affairs worry about their 
blood pressure nowadays. One would 
think high blood pressure were some 
kind of disease, the way they talk 
about it when they meet a doctor. 
it is hard to make them understand

has too much blood pressure—which 
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would not be surprising in a manof 
his aze and his neglectful habitc— 
two or three miles of oxygen on the 
hoof every day would work wonders. 
if he has not yet doveloped an ab- 
normally high blood pressure then 
four or five miles of oxygen on the 
hoof would help burn up and dispose 
of that superfluous fodder which so- 
cial antenitics compel the poor man 
to ingest. 

Speaking of overeating, fasting and 
restriction of diet, the senator told me 
that he once fasted five days and with 
marked benefit to his hoalth. He is 
also a follower of some of the sound 
doctrines of Dr. J. H. Kellogg, of Bat- 
tle Creek, and he mentioncd Upton 
Sinclair as having inspired his fasting 
exporiment. But the senator does not 
take much stock in the various self- 
styled food specialists or faddists. He 
believes in temperance in eating—but 
it is hard to be temperate. For in- 
stance, the morning I visited him he 
complained that the arrival of some 
friends the night before Lad upset his 
routine. Usually he. plans to retire 
around 10 o’clock and get elzht solid 
heurs of sleep. But he had not re- 
tired until about 1 o’tlock 
ing. Then at breakfast he had eaten 
a whole lot too much waffles and 
everything whereas he _ ordinarly 
breaks his fast on some fresh fruit, 
cereal, a bit of toast and a cup of 
coffee. 

His own inclination would be to 
take no midday lunch, after such a 
hearty breakfast. But he expcocted 
they would drag him to lunch regard- 
less, and out of deference to his 
guests he would have to eat lunch. 
You see? The senator sadly needs a 
guardian, a health guardian, one of

ator Harding thinks it is better to 
depend upon nature to minister to 
slight indispositions. He told me how 
he had learned something from his 
dog. It seems that he is a great lover 
of dogs and has studied their ways 
considerably. When a dog is sick, he 
has observed, the dog stops eating for 
a time and in a little while the dog 
gets well again. Therefore, when the 
senator is off his feed—well, he just 
stays off his feed for a day or two, 
until he is feeling right. This study 
of dog ways might be carried further 
with advantage. Probably—I don’t 
know positively about this, for I've 
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never had ‘any luck keeping dogs— 
but probably a dog doesn't eat things 
he has no appetite for, just out of so- 
ciabilily. The only dog I ever owned 
was a bull terrier with a lot of good 
dog sense, and when that dog had 
eaten his fill he was most dogged in 
his dctermination not to eat any more 
just to pleare some other dog. 

For a man of his years Senator 
Harding seems to have maintained a 
fair degree of health, That is not 
enough, just fair health. He .night 
just as well have excellent health, 
good health plus. One gathers the 
impression that, although he mry have 
no actual organic trouble, Scnator 
Harding is not enjoying good health. 
Yhis is a delicate point and 1 do not 
wich to be misunderstood. 
the senator does not appear to enjoy 
good health [I do not imply that there 
is anything particularly wrong nor that 
the man is physically impaired in any 
way. | visited him, not as his physi- 
cian, but merely as a heaith expert. 
[ wanted to learn, not what disease 
ne has or is likely to have, but how 
much health he has or is ike'ty to 
have. So when [I say he apparently 
dces not enjoy good health |! mean 
merely that he has apparently aot 
learned how to enjoy the heaith he 
has. A great many men never do learn 
that. Lots of people are fairly well, 
in no need of a doctor, yet not what 
vou would cal! 100 per cent healthy; 
they have their little: defects, their 
minor ills: in short, the majority of 
reopie are pertaps 70 to 80 per cent 
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well and contcnited to remzin so. 1 


fear Senator Harding is of this class. 
And as a general ruie it is up to each 
individual to determine for himself 
whether he shal! add somcthing to 
his 70 or 80 per cent of health and 
approach more nearly the 109 percent 
class-—-learn how to enjoy health, for 
it is certainly a constant source of 
enjoyment when you have the 109 per 
“ent kind. 
Geerge Washington’s Hich Bicod 
Pressure. 

General George Washington, in the 
heyday of his carcer, would have 
flunked on at least one of my tests. 
The Father of His Country was 75 
inches tall, and a man of that great 
stature should weigh 195 pounds, 
whereas George Washingto: weighed 
229 pounds, and I susp ct ie 
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high blood pressure, too, not because 
his fare was florid, but because the 
lung edema of which he died is ‘a 
terminal condition in many of the dis- 
ease states of which high blood pres- 
sure is a sign. 

Napoleon, at the height of his ca- 
reer, would have made a dismal show- 
ing under my examination, for his 
very corpulency. would undoubtedly 
have made him fail on the staircase 
test and the breath-holding test. It Is 
noteworthy that the Little Corporal 
last no battles until after he got fat. 
As early as the age of 46 Napoleon 
suffered periods of lethargy or lassi- 
tude and looked prematurely old. He 
even confessed to his intimates that 
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he was growing old. He died at 62. 
It is bad business growing fat. 

I am afraid even Abraham Lincoln 
wauld have passed not over 96 per 
cent had I examined him. Lincoln 
was 76 inches tall, and should have 
weighed -202 pounds, whereas he 
weighed a bare 190. But when assas- 
sinated, Lincoln was still around 38 
years of age physiologically, though 
56 in fact. He was only beginning to 
turn gray, although four years older 
than Napoleon. — 

Of all shining examples Theodore 
Roosevelt embodied my conception of 
what constitutes perfect health. Col- 
onel Roosevelt was a weakling in his 
youth, but he made of himself a giant 
in nis manhood. it reems to me un- 
quostionabie that his dynamic force, 
his great enthusiasm, his endurance 
and his intcllectual vigor were al! 
perfectly natural expressions of the 
man’s ruzged health,.and further that 
ie attained and maintained that re- 
markeble state of health almost wholly 
through his own individual effort. I! 
think that Theodore Roosevcit EN. 
JOYED good health in the fullest 
sense [ try to convey when I speak 
of having health [TLUS. Roosevelt's 
ueatn must be put as an 
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When all is said and done, the serv- 
ice a great statesman or leader can 
render his country dépends largely 
upor the man’s persona! health. The 
demands, both physical and mental, 
inade gapon the president of 
United Statos in peace time, all 
time, are In all rezpects as heavy as 
those made upou a great general iu 
time of war. It is to be noted with 
some satisfaction as an indication 
that health and lougevity are con 
stantly increasing with the proces 
of the suns. that Ludendorff was 66, 
Joffree was about 67, Hindenburg 
about 70 and Foch about 68 when they 
became fie'd marshals—aad Napo 
leon Was one at 30. Nobody knows a* 
yet how great a loss America and the 
civilized world have sustained threugh 
che physical collapse of President 
Wilson. Mr. Wilson’s breakdown at 
a critical time has brought home to 
the people of this country the impor. 
tance of the personal health of the 
ext president, and if 1 understand the 
ign: Cf the tim-s th: personal heslth 
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and fitness to serve of a presidential 
candidate is henceforth to be consid- 
cred in weighing the merits of the 
man—for of what importance are the 
views and policies of a cand:date un- 
less he is fit to carry them through? 
For example, what effect would it 
have had on history if Napoleon had 
not persisted in eating himself to 
death and if Woodrow Wilson had ad- 


hered at all times to a rigid policy of 
twa miles of oxygen on the hoof three 
times a day or some equivalent scheme 
of keeping up health and keepins 
down blood pressure? 


Those Morning Exercises. 


One way, and an important way, 
in which sedentary seventy percent- 
ers may learn how to enjoy good 
health is by daily exercises. I didn’t 
ask Senator Harding whether he 
bathes every month or every summer. 
I assume he bathes when he feels the 
need for a bath. That is a question 
not properly within my province as a 
health specialist. Bathing is merely 
a matter of personal comfort, and I 
cannot see where it concerns personal 
health. But I did ask him whether he 
takes any exercises on rising in the 
morning or at any other time in tro 
day. He informed me that he dces, 
sometimes, or maybe when he has the 
time or when he feels so incifned or 
somcthing like that. Anyhow, it wis 
obvious that morning exercises are to 
Senator Harding as a Saturday night 
bath is to a réal boy. Another urgent 
reason why a health secretary shouid 
be added to the senator’s staff. He 
needs someone with a. scientiiic 
kvewiodze of physical training to put 
him through his paces everg day, rain 
or shine. 

Of course, I realize that a presiden- 
tlal candidate is not training for a 
prize fight or for a Marathon race. 
Nor am | suggesting any such traine 
ing. I am suggesting simply the 
measures which ordinary sedentary 
men or brain workers find most ef- 
fective in maintaining the highest de- 
gree of health—not muscular strength, 
but just good condition and endur- 
ance. A presidential candidate surc- 
ly needs all the vim, vigor, pep and 
endourance he can have in order to 
finish his campaign in good order or 
even to carry it through with success. 
If his own friends cannot convince him 
of the wisdom of regular daily walks, 
golf or some equivalent health-con- 
servation, he can at least give fifteen 
minutes a day to some mild gymnas- 
tle exercises which maf be carried 
out in his room morning or night, or 
both morning and night. Every one 
living a sedentary life requires some 
such health habit to keep him from 
going to secd. One may not realize 
how well it pays to follow some sim- 
ple daily regimen of physical train- 
ing for better health and vigor until. 
one has acquired this wholesome habit 
as definitely as one has the habit of 
brushing thé teeth or sleeping with 
the windows open. It doesn’t take a 
great deal of such simple physical 
training to make an optimist of a 
man. I should estimate that three 
months of fifteen-minutes-a-day exer- 
cise regimen will enable the average 
individual already in fair health to 
enjoy good health. And in saying this 
[ certainly do not mean to imply that 
physical eulture is a enre for any dis- 
case.

Grraceful Movements of 
the Ancient Greeks Develop 
Muscles, Improve the Health — 
and Brain—The Shimmy De- 
bases Mind and Body, Accord- 
ing to the Experts 


By faithfully trying the exercises depicted above and to the right for fifteen mimutes a day any woman 
may derive great benefit in a short time. She will not only improve her general health but will find her 
. brain more active and her muscles developing so that grace will come naturally. Do not be discour- 
aged if you find yourself unable to do them in the beginning. Perfection only comes with practice. 
The diagrams from left to right illustrate the exercises for developing (1) the entire body, but 
especially the bust and thighs; (2), the shoulders and legs; (3) the hips and a sense of balance 


ALKING, says the average mod- 

ern doctor, is the easiest and 

best form of exercise. It im- 

proves the health and figure. Walk with 
a free, swinging stride, head up, chest 
out, arms in full, energetic motion. Now- 
adays even patients suffering from heart 
ailments are advised to walk—not only 
to walk. but to walk uphill; more slowly, 
of course, than the normal individual. 

But the doctor who is above the aver- 
age, who is a deeper student, one who 
gives thought to other than stereotyped 
forms—for this walking advice has come 
to be little else—says that nothing in the 
world benefits the health and beautifies 
the figure more than proper dancing. 

By proper dancing we mean those 
classic forms that had their inception 
ages ago; those dances that bring not 
a the major groups of muscles into 
play, but which call for the exercise of 
their finer accessories to the last mus- 
cular fiber. Modern classic dances are 
but modifications of the basic, ancient 
forms and it is a historical fact that 
those ancient nations which habitually 
indulged in them excelled their less de- 
voted contemporaries in physical grace 
and beauty, as well as in mental attri- 
butes. 

On the other hand, dances of which 
the “shimmy” may be taken as the pro- 
totype, since it is the latest to arouse 
adverse criticism, actually detract from 
the natural! physical beauty of the human 
form, and set up internal organic lesions 
of a nature which more often than not 
leads to disastrous results. 

/ The shimmy, moreover, is a debasing 
spectacle. Moralists and other habitual 
critics of the dance are agreed upon that 
point. If the beholder finds it debasing, 
what must it be to the performer? Asa 
matter of fact, the performance is one 
of the soul-destroying type, and it can 
be set as an axiom that a 
perf ce which tends to 
destroy the soul and vulgarize 
the mind inevitably is reflected 
in physical impairment and 
distortion. 

It is‘to be borne in mind, however, that 
when we speak of classic dancing beauti- 
fying the figure we mean moderate 
dancing; excesses in all things are harm- 
ful,‘and immoderate dancing, whether in 
amount or speed, does more harm than 
many other injuriogs forms of exercise. 
How much more of physical ugliness, 
therefore, can result from an excess of 
shimmying! 

There is a sound physiological reason 
for ascribing to the dance a salutary ef- 
fect on the mind. 

Dancing is a wonderful aid in 
the elimination of poisons from the 


blood, those toxic products of di-| 


gestion whose presence befogs the in- 
tellect. Classic dances, therefore, drive 
the cobwebs from the brain; hence the 
brain is freer to direct the movements 
of the body in the dance, which eppears 


spontaneous, but is in reality the ex- 


pressed—apparently effortiess—action of 
the subconscious mind. It can be readily 
appreciated, then, that in such dances as 
are approved by the highest authority in 
such matters mind and body react “to, 
and upon, each other with mutual benefit. 

Folkine, creator of the Russian ballet 
and teacher of those famous dancers, 
Paviowa and Mordkin, said: 

“The toe is my own private Olympus 
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“Qauman leg is my Parnassus. 

In our “orts to show, therefore, how 
classic dan ag beautifies the figure we 
will work fre \the ground up, beginning 
with the toe. Many forms of classic 
dancing initiate bodily movement by a 
poise on the toe, arms outflung as if 
arrested in sudden flight. The-weight of 
the body is all on that toe and leg. 

Every little muscle of the foot and 
ankle is called into play, and right 
here begins muscular upbuilding and the 
elimination of waste and worn products 
in the extremity. 

The two great groups of muscles form- 
ing the calf of the leg and the front 
of the thigh are called into action by 
each subsequent ‘flexion and extension of 
the ankle, knee and hip joint, alternately 
tensing and relaxing them. They gain 
in strength and symmetry, while there is 
a Ynelting away of subcutaneous fat, 
which is superfluous in the scheme of 
beauty. 

With the finer accessory muscles simul- 


taneously at work, there is a quickening 
of the circulation, which not only aids in 
purifying the blood by carrying off waste 
matter, but gives a healthier glow to the 
skin. 

Next, let us consider the effects of 
classic dancing on the muscles girdling the 
body and on the abdominal organs. Bend- 
ing, whether backward, forward or later- 
ally, and twisting and turning all tend to 
develop the abdominal muscles and those 


*in the lower part of the back. At -the 


same time, there is elimination of super- 
fluous tissue. The action on the liver, 
spleen, kidneys and all the digestive 
organs is beneficial. It must be especial- 
ly remembered, however, that dipping 
and bending must not be carried to ex- 
tremes, for. excessive movements of this 
kind are harmful, especially to women. 

A good standing attitude for these 
dances is one with knees stiffened and 
bent a trifle, head up and chest out. The 
shoulders should be forgotten. Move- 
ment while in this attitude, especially 
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: says that she owes her perfection of develop- 
ment to classic dancing and exercises. She is the daughter of a sculp- | 
tor and has posed for many notable pieces of statuary 


when the arms are in constant motion, 
brings into play not only the muscles of 
the chest, back, shoulders and neck, but 
strengthens the heart and breathing 
apparatus, 

The sinuous undulations and rotary 
motion of the arms as exhibited in dances 
of the Egyptian type add grace to the 
contour and strength and suppleness to 
the muscles in a manner that can hardly 
be attained by any other exercise. 

As we have pointed out, violent mo- 


tions and gestures are harmful, and there 
is a tendency in, the latter stage of the 
present renaissance of dancing to mod- 
erate them. There are indications of a 
reversion to the languorous movements 
of the Orient, which includes much use 
of the arms. In the tchega, for instance, 
danced to Eastern music, there is a 
manipulation of the arms to right and 
left, crossing and recrossing in carefully 
determined movements. It will be read- 
ily seen that these develop the lungs, the

chest, back, shoulder and neck muscles, 
as well as the arms themselves. These 
posturings give a poise to the body that 
would otherwise be difficult of attain- 
ment. 

As Mme. Serova, wife of Veronine 
Vestoff, a former associate of Pavlowa 
and Mordkin, said last year: 

“As the Russians have developed it, 
the classic dance involves the whole 
body. The Italians were their teachers, 
but the Italians are too much inclined to 
stop at mere external arm and leg move- 
ments.” 

It will have been noted that more 
brains and personality are.being de- 
voted to classic dances than ever. They 
serve as an outlet for purely animal 
spirits, as well as an expression for 
whatever rhythmic art they possess. The 
growing inclination to outdoor dancing 
is but a subconscious tendency to health- 
seeking activity, even as the dance itself 
is in p a subconscious activation to- 
ward gr and beauty. 

The music which goes hand in hand 
with the classic dance is written for 
the rhythm, “specifically the motion of 
young human bodies.” 

There is much more than an external 
reason for classic dancing. Making 
the directive centers of the brain skillful 
in the evolution of the dance stimulates 
and assists the faculties. There is bene- 
ficial action upon the mind by diversified 
muscular movement, and nervous persons 
are very much helped by it. 

The shimmy presents a most un- 
pleasant contrast, both as a spectacle 
and in its results, to the kind of dancing 
we have been considering. To stand in a 
space two feet square and indulge in vio- 
lent and unedifying exercise of a limited 
portion of the anatomy is productive of 
harmful results, both physically and 
mentally. rtain muscles are developed 
at the expense of others, which remain 
motionless. If indulged in to any great 
extent it produces a form of neuras- 
thenia and congestion of some of the 
abdominal organs. 

The shimmy and dances of similar type 
have been described by Fokine “as 
merely the return of the tom-tom and 
a reversion to the South Seas.” The 
ecitor of “The New Orleans Times- 
Picayune” has described the shimmy as 
an expression of “a kind of social Bol- 
shevism which. appeals t> the natural 
lawlessness of young adventurers in 
life.” ' 

In connection with the subject of danc- 
ing it is :nteresting to note that E. C. 
Lindeman, chairman of the Conference 
Committee on Recreation and Rural 
Health, has just made a report in which 
he says the committee has found that 
the rural youth lacks symmetry. Farm 
work, he says, tends to overdevelopment 
of the major muscles at the expense of 
the accersory muscles. He suggests as 
a remed games and dances that will 
involve } 2 use of the entire body and 
bring every muscle into play. 

Troy Kinney, who has written a book 
about dancing, says that the dance is 
undoubtedly among the causes of Greek 
vigor of mind and body. 

“Had the importance of the dance been 
appreciated,” he adds; “had proper au- 
thority recognized its inherent part ia 
the Greek social organism—who can say 
how much dullness, ugliness and sickli- 
ness of body and spirit the world might 
have eseaped?” 

“A revival of senshi is imperatively 
needed,” says Havelock Ellis, “to give 
poise to the nerves, schooling-to the emo- 
tions, strength to the will, and to har- 
monize the feelings and the intellect with 
the body which supports them. 

“Dancing is the loftiest, the most move 
ing, the most beautiful of the arts, be- 
cause it is no mere translation of ab- 
straction, but life itseif. It is the only 
art, as Rabbi Vernhagen said, of which 
we ourselves are the stuff.” 
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The unusual honor that has come 
to the Georgia School of Technology, 
in its selection as the site for a nor- 
mal school this fall for senior officers

For years Tech has had the reputa 
tion of being the best technical schoo! 
in the nation, with one possible ex 
ception, the Massachusetts Institut 
of Technology. Now it has won an 
other enviable position—that of bein: 
the best reserve officers’ trainin; 


corps school in the south and the |} 


rival of any other in the country. 
It was on that basis that Tech was 
selected for the normal course. Such 


courses will be held this fall in every , 


army corps area in the country. On 
July 20 the commanding generals of 
the several departments of _ the 
United States army were instrucjed 
by the adjutant general of the army 
to recommend the best R. O. T. C. 
school in their jurisdiction for the 
course. 

The fourth corps area, in which 
Tech is located, consists of the states 
of North Carolina, South Carolina 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi 
Tennessed, Louisiana and Arkansas, 
nine states in all. ‘Units of the reserve 
officers’ training corps—some infan- 
try, some field artillery, heavy coast 
artillery, cavalry, signal corps, motor 
transport corps and engineers corps— 
are maintained in practically all the 
largest and most prominent educa- 
tional institutions of these states, as 
well~as military schools and many 
high schools. 

General John F. Morrison, com- 
manding the Fourth corps, with head- 
quarters at Charleston, was told by 
the war department that “the pur- 
pose of this course is to prepare such 
officers for their duties at the institu- 
tions and to familiarize them with the 
operation and conduct of one of the 
most successful military courses in 
your department.” 

General Morrison’s reply to the 
war department, recommending Tech 
as the best school for the R. O. T. C. 
normal course in his area, is one of 
the highest tributes that could be 


paid to the R. O. T. C. work at Tech. 
The school will be held for two 


weeks, beginning November 8. At- 
tending it will be the senior officers 
of every R. O. T. C. school in the 
south, most of them being command- 
ants at their respective schools. At 
least twenty-five will be present for 
the course. . - 

General Morrison will be one of 
the prominent army officers here 
during the school. In addition to 
eddressing the visiting officers and 
giving lectures to them, he will prob- 
ably conduct demonstrations on the 
“sand table,” the use of which he 
originated.

School will arrive in Atlanta Sunday, 
November 7. They will be met at 
the train by the Tech officers and 
conducted to their hotels. Enter- 
tainment will be provided for them 
during their stay in Atlanta. They 
will’ have cards to the local clubs, 
and will be the special guests of va- 
rious civic organizations at luncheons 
now being planned. Special invita- 
tions to dances, footbal! games, thea- 
ter parties and the Jike will await 
them. 

Every morning and afternoon they 
will “go to school” at Tech. After 
addresses by Governor Dorsey and 
President K. G. Matheson the open- 
ing day, they will get down to brass 
tacks. Colonel F. J. Morrow, com- 
mander of al the R. O. T. C. units, 
will be one of the lecturers during 
the course. Daily conferences, a 


tour of the Tech plant, and study of 
the methods employed to make a suc- 


cessful R. O. T. C. course at Georgia 
Tech will take up their time during 
daily sessions for two weeks. 


CONSISTS OF 
THREE UNITS. 


The Tech R. O. T. C. which the 
visiting officers will use as a model 
is considered not only the best in the 
south, but one of the finest in the 
country. It consists of three units: 
Infantry, Heavy (Coast) Artillery, 
and Signal Corps. 

The Tech is one of only twenty 
institutions in the United States 
with a heavy artillery unit, and one of 
only fifteen institutions with a signal 
corps unit.. In addition, Tech is one 
of ten institutions selected by the war 
department for the establishment of 
an air service unit. 

The Tech R. O. T. C., like all oth- 
ers in the country, is maintained en- 
tirely at government expense, without 
any cost to the school or the state. 

The total enrollment in the Tech 
R. O. T. C. last year was more than 
1,000, divided as follows: Infantry, 
450; artillery, 250; signal corps, 300. 
All freshmen and sophomores at 
Tech, provided they are physically fit 
and are not otherwise exempt, are*re- 
quired to take the R. 0. T. C. course. 
After the sophomore year the course 
is elective. 

There are many inducements, how- 
ever, for a man to continue the course 
through the entire four years at Tech. 
Not only does he give himself a thor- 
ough and highly specialized military 
training in addition to his academic 
work, but he is eligible to a commis- 
sion as second lieutenant in the re- 
serve officers’ training corps on grad- 
uation, and, in many cases, may get a 
commission in the regular army where 
vacancies occur. 

If he elects to take the advanced 
course during his last two yeays and 
is considered eligible on the basis of 
work already done, he must pledge 


himself to complete it, and during 


these two years he draws compensa- 
tion of $16 a month from the govern- 
ment. 


Every member of the R. O. T. C. 
is furnished by the government with 
a complete outfit, consisting of a dis- 
tinctive coat, pair of wool trousers, 
a pair of cotton trousers, a cap, two 
woolen shirts, a black tie, pair of leg- 
gings and the necessary ‘ornaments 
and insignia The outfit, of course, 
is without cost to the student. 

Summer camps are neld every year 
for members of the R. O. ¥. C. at dif- 


ferent points for different units. For 
instance, this summer the infantry 


camp for the entire department in 
which Tech is located was held at 
Camp Jackson, S..C., the coast artil- 
lery camp at Fortress Monroe, Va., 
and the signal corps camp at Camp 
Vail, New Jersey. 

Camp attendance is elective by 
first and second-year men, but those 
in the advanced course was required 
to attend one camp before gradua- 
tion. Students get five cents a mile 
transportation to and from the camps, 
and while in camp are maintained at 
government expense, with free medi- 
cal treatment, typhoid innoculation, 
physical examination and the like. 

At Fort Monroe and Camp Vail last 
summer Tech had the largest and 
most active delegations of any institu- 
tion. At Camp Jackson a Tech stu- 
dent, T. C. Drew, made the best record 
of any man at the camp. Fourteen 
Tech students were recommended by 
camp officials for commissions in the 
regular army. | 

Taking into consideration the uni 
form equipment furnished, the $16 a 
month paid to students in the advanc- 
ed courses, the transportation to and 
from camp and other items, the R. O. 
T. C. offers the Tech student a schol- 
arship worth approximately $300 a 
year to him. : 


FINE RECORD. 
BY TECH STUDENTS. 


An instance of the impression made 


by Téch men at Camp Vail is the fol- 
lowing extract from a letter to Presi- 
dent Matheson from Captain John P. 
Lucas, of the field artillery, who hada 
number- of Tech men under him at 
the camp: “It gives me pleasure to 
be able to tell you that these young 
men were, in every way, a credit to 
their institution, that they behaved 
themselves as gentlemen, and, with 
one or two exceptions, stood well in 
both .technical and military work of 
the camp.” 

Atlantans may not realize the mili- 
tary center the R. O. T. C. has made 
Georgia Tech. With the removal of 


the Fifth division from Camp Gordon, 
and with the exception of the motor 


transport corps at Camp Jessup and 
the small hospital personnel at Camp 
Gordon, Tech has just about all the 
troops and equipment in Atlanta’s 
\ / 
vicinity. 

Though it sadly needs an armory 
and an R. O. T. C. building, as well 
as @ parade ground, the government 
has equipment at Georgia Tech that 
makes it one of the finest military 
schools in the country. Nearly $50Q,- 
000 is the value placed by the govern- 
ment on its Tech R. O. T. C. equip- 
ment. It comprises full equipment 
for a regiment of infantry, equipment 
for a battalion of heavy (coast) artil- 
lery and for a battalion of signal 
corps. 

Only a personal inspection of the R. 
O. T. C. plant at Tech can give any- 
one an appreciative idea of the 
amount and up-todateness of this 
equipment. ‘ 

At the entrance to the R. O. T. C. 
building,’ which used to be the bar- 
racks for the old student army train- 
ing corps, is the office, where a com- 
plete file is kept on each student, with 
his service record, bis physical exami- 


ae 


nation, his marks in every branch of 
R. O. T. C. study. 
Through a door to the right is the 


armory, 1,025 Springfield rifles of thé 
comparatively late 1917 model, stand- 
ing in gun-racks. Each student is re- 
quired to keep his own rifle clean. 

In a little room on the ground floor 
is the artillery plotting department, 
with maps and instruments for figur- 
ing firing data and other coast de- 
fense work. Here a student is re- 
quired to figure exactly the way to 
fire a gun to hit a moving target, say 
a vessel of some sort, at a certain 
distance away. When a man gradu- 
ates from the R. O. T. C. it is said he 
is capable of putting this study into 
practical execution at once. 

The second floor of‘the R. O. T. C. 
building is.noted chiefly for the sig- 
nal corps department—an interesting 
room where some of the most modern 
signal corps equipment invented is on 
disp!ay. 

Here are batteries of all sorts, a 
standard French radio outfit such as 
the French used in the war, smaller 
radio outfits for use in the field, a 
complete set of telegraph equipment, 
radio sets for sending from airplanes, 
heliograph apparatus, field radio sets, 
altogether about $100,000 worth of 
equipment, enough for an entire di- 
vision. Should a division drop down 
on Atlanta minus a radio outfit, Tech 
could supply everything. 

The coast artillery equipment at 
Tech includes one eight-inch howitzer, 
a regular artillery repair truck, car- 
rying a complete machine shop outfit 
that is the peer of any in any At- 
lanta garage, a ten-ton tractor for 
moving artillery, five trucks for carry- 
ing supplies and for student instruc- 
tion work; two motor cycles and side- 
cars, and an eighty-inch howitzer, 
with a range of 12 miles.

The artillery room in the R. O, T. C. 
building -is equipped with boards, on 
which are plotted miniature terrains, 
with tiny electric globes to show 
shells bursting and other realistic 
equipment to impress the student. 

Here, too, are machine. guns and 
automatic rifles of every type—Brown- 
ing, Lewis, Hotchkiss, Marlin, etc. A 
Stokes’ mortar and a one-pounder 
(thirty-seven millimeter) are also in 
the room. 

The map room, with a sand table, 
where artillery problems are plotted, 
is another interesting exhibit, while 
nearby is the artillery storeroom, con- 
taining range-finders, spotting boards, 
telephones and all manner of equip- 
ment. 


| CONDUCTS ALL 


MASS ATHLETICS. 


An interesting fact in connection 
with the R. O. T. C. at Tech is that it 
conducts all mass athletics for fresh- 
men and sophomores excused from 
military training. In the R. O. T. ¢. 
itself, each company has its own foot- 
ball, baseball, basketball, track and 
rifle teams. Regular schedules are 
played, and the team winning the reg- 
imental championship ts awarded 
heavy jerseys, bearing their company 
letter, by the Tech Athletic associa-

Rifle matches are held with other 
R. O. T. C. institutions in the south. 
Last year Tech won six out of seven 
matches fired with its R. O. T. C. rifle 
team. 

That Tech is looked upon by the 
war department as a leader in R. O. 
T. C. activities is proven by the fact 
that many R. O. T. C. features now 
in universal use were originated at 
Tech, 

Perhaps no better indorsement of 
the school’s work could be cited than 
the official report of.Captain R. P. 
Palmer, United States ‘infantry, who, 
as representative of the commanding 
general of the southeastern depart- 
ment and of the R. O. T. C. branch, 
witnessed the R. O. T. C. parade and 
tournament last April 28. He said in 
part: ' 

“The work of this institution was 
from very good to excellent in all 
phases of drill work witnessed. A 
complicated attack formation, which 
included use of infantry rifle, machine 
guns, artillery, motor transport, fleld 
artillery, sigmal communications and 
first aid was carried out in a manner 
that showed careful rehearsal and 
training. It demonstrated that this 
unit has a high state of morale, and 
that the different units have received 
efficient training.

If you are plutocrat with philan- 
thropic proclivities, perhaps it will be 
considered a toward act to inform you 
how to subscribe between $15,000 and 
$25,000 that will tend to eradicate a 
disease that is prevalent principally 
among the white women*of more than 
40 years of age. If you are plutocrat, 
or just a humanitarian, it may also in- 
terest you to see the statistics, which 
show that the white women of the 
‘state are seen to be the most suscepti- 
ble to cancer and that those white 
women above the age of 40 are the 
most afflicted with the malady and are 
the highest in the death rate, due to 
the clutch of the tentacles of this slow 
death-dealing disease. 

Jf fortune has made of you a pluto- 
cratic physician, with humanitarian 
motives and with a small quantity of 
radium in your possession, perhaps it 
will seem to you a human thing to 
contribute a sufficient quantity of this 
precious mineral to the Grady hospi- 
tal, the city institution where many 
cancer-afflicted persons, both men and 
women, white and black, are left to 


suffer body and mental torment and 
oftimes left to a lingering, painful 
death, due to’ the inability of the at- 
tending physicians there to properly 
administer to the ravages of the dread 
malady. 

It may be that less expensive reme- 
dies can alleviate the pain and finally 
effect a cure, but it is known that ra- 
dium is the quickest and most effec- 
tive remedy for the treatment of the 
disease. Cancer is known to be one of 
the most fatal of all diseases and manv 
times the germs gdin headway and 
lure their victim on to destruction and 
death before the afflicted person is 

re of their presence. Like the 
ting of the cobra, the cancer is pain- 
fully poison, but the poison of the rep- 
tile fast gains a hold on the victim's 
body while the cancer germs quietly 
and patiently work their way to sap 
out the life of the body they inhabit. 

As the cost of radium is so high and 
its possession by practicing physicians 
means a-large sum tied up in this rem- 
edy, Grady hospital officials declare 
that there is a great need for some 


philanthropically inclined citizen of 
the city or state to contribute to Grady 
hospital or to some other hospital that 
reaches a large number of patients in- 
flicted with this slow killing disease. 


White Women Mest Susceptible. 


Figures given out by the state bu- 
reau of statistics point out that cance! 
is prevalent mostly among white wom- 
en above the age of 40. Negro women 
have also been found to be somewhat 
susceptible to this dread disease, but 
not nearly so much as the white wom- 
en. Men, both negroes and white, are 
tc a small degree susceptible, the white 
more than the black. 

Muring the first six months of 1920 a 
death occurred every ten minutes. 
Each day more than 127 homes were 
left desolate because of the death of 
some friend or reiative. One of the 
most salicnt facts connected with 
these frequent deaths is that the vic- 
tim was held in the clutches of a dan- 
gerous disease for a long time prior 
to their passing. The above holds good 
for tuberculosis and cancer, which con- 


sign their victims to a long, lingering 
death. 

Forty years of age and over marks 
the danger zone for persons with pos- 
sibilities of a cancer. Less than 8 per 


cent of all those who die from cancer 
were under the age of 40. Betweer 
the ages of 40 and 50-the risk is not 
so great, as only a fraction over 15 
per cent of these deaths occur during 
this period. Only 2.8 per cent of the 
total cancer deaths occur under 39 
years of age. 

Physicians state that the recognition 
of cancer in those above 40 and the 
proper treatment during the next 20 
years, when approximately one-half .of 
all cancer deaths occur, will lower this 
rate. , 

Of the 640 deaths reported as due to 
cancer in 1919, 70.5 per cent were 
among the white population and the 
remaining 28.5 per cent among the ne- 
gro race. From tte man clas#ifica- 
tion of the negro race, only 5 per cent 
was reported, while the ratio between 
the men and women of the white popu- 


lation was 27 per cent for men and 43 


er cent for women. 
1g Race Suicide Aided. 
Subdividing re «vuyman crassifica- 


tion, 66.5 per cent of the cancer deaths 
were in the women of child-bearing 
age. The figures show that prolifical - 
ty inclined familles are greatly curtali- 
ed and race suicide is largely aided bv 
the disease in women of mature age. 

Medical autfiorities on the cancer 
state that the location of the cance 
has a whole lot to do with the treat- 
ment, and again statistics bear out 
that the prevalence of cancers among 
‘yomen occur in the genital organs, as 
one-third of all cancer deaths were as- 
cribed to cancer of the female genita: 
organs.

The Young Publishers 


Sometimes people ask for books 
by their names, less often by their 
authors’ names; sometimes by their 
color and previous condition 
of servitude, by the heroine’s name, 
by the pictures, by the plot; but 
never in a long and varied expe- 
rience has any one asked for a 
book by its publisher. Why, for 
instance, should not some one say 
“Have you any new novels publish- 
ed by Doran?” or “Have you any-

lished by Van Nostrand?” There 


‘does exist one discerning man who 


refused to read a novel published 
by Bobbs-Merrill or one made over 
from a play, but even he has had 
to forgive the Indiana publishers 
since they gave the world “The 
Young Immigrunts,.” 

So probably the new generation 
of publishers has arisen without ex- 
citing a world which doubtless 
knows exactly which firm pays his 
million dollars a week to Charlie 
and Douglas and Mary and all the 
other movie stars. It seems quite 
extraordinary how some of these 
young publishing firms even man- 
age to keep a door to keep the 
wolf from, much less provide liver 
and bones for a» Russian wolf 
hound. For that is just what Mr. 
Alfred A. Knopf, the most enliven- 
ing of these young ‘men, says he 
has to do. Whether his borzo.e Bis- 
tri, is the original of the lovely 
leaping wolf hound on Borzoi books 
or whether Mr. Knopf set up the 
dog as a sort of living example of 
his trade-mark, is not known to 
current history, though Mr. Knopf 
; say that whereas he enjoys 
publishing a good book, after all he 
does have to provide himself with 
a chop and Bistri with the tradi- 
tional liver and bones.

But some day the house of Knopf 
will have a great name because it 
brought out the novels of Joseph 
lergesheimer, the first American 
novelist since Henry James to mer- 
it or to receive the critical ap- 
preciation of his own country or of 
the other inhabitants of the globe 
who-are happily able to read the 
English language—after all, even if 
the French language has more ir- 
regular verbs and more delicate 
Shades than our own, it is finan- 
Cially profitable to be born an 
Anglo-Saxon if one expects to grow 
up a Writing chap. Our old and fa- 
mous publishing firms like Harper, 
Putnam and Houghton left Joseph 
Hergesheimer write for fourteen 
years before he had a line publish- 
ed. while they were placidly issu- 
ing works of Will Harben, Anna 
Katherine Green and Eleanor Por- 
ter. Ot course one has not seen 23 
list of the editors to whom Mr. 
Hergesheimer addressed his hom- 


ing pigeons, but most of the Amer- | 


ican houses probably have the same 
right to literary humiliation that 
the Blackwoods has suffered from 
refusing “Treasure Island” the op- 
portunity of delighting the -world 
of boys and men from their fa- 
mous magazine. 

Mr. Knopf has a passion for the 
exotic and rambles about from the 
Russian to the Spanish and even 
to the islands of the seas. He 
binds his books in brilliant yellows, 
lovely purples and Erin go bragh 
Sreens and tops them off with the 
brightest shade of whatever color 
is at the other end of the rainbow 
from tke one he happens to have 
chosen for its binding; at the very 
bottom of the back cover Mr. Knopf 
places the leaping borzoi which he 
reserves for the novels and plays 
and the other “beautiful letters” of 
Which he thinks particularly well. 
But unhappily the necessity of pro- 
viding those chops and that. liver 
Seems to have forced him into quite 
a propaganda for the detective sto- 
ry, sinee just at .the moment. the 
world seems to enjoy particularly 


| 


spending its reading and play-go- 
ing hours with thieves and murder- 
ers and such gentry who were once 
considered undesirable citizens. If 
one can only afford to publish “The 
Three Black Pennys” and “The Buf- 
foon” and Dorothy’ Richardson’s 
“Pilgrimage” by condescending to 
“The Middle Temple Murder” and 
“The Whispering Dead,” by = all 
means let them be published, as one 
can usually choose at least one’s 
own novels even in a free country.

Another youngish firm which has 
deserved well of its country is Rob- 
ert M. McBride & Co., pub- 
lishers of James Branch Cabell. if 
it is said that Joseph Hergesheimer 
is the first of living American nov- 
elists, it is because Mr. Cabell is 
not, properly speaking, a novelist, 
though undoubtedly a writer of fic- 
tion and of fiction much stranger 
than truth. His “Jurgen,” that ex- 
traordinary combination of erudi- 
tion and wit, which only a profes- 
sor of Greek could entirely under- 
stand and which probably no.pro- 
fessor of Greek, except Mr. Cabell 
himself, could properly appreciate, 
is sufficient literary glory for the 
south and could easily weigh down 
in the balance and find wanting all 
those six white-bearded New Eng- 
land poets often neatly framed to- 
gether and displayed in. ten-cent 
stores. Mr. McBride is now re- 
issuing all the unread fictions Mr. 
Cabell wrote before “Jurgen’’—the 
best of them, “The Cream of the 
Jest,” is a very clever tale indeed, 
and has, one is told, reached the dig- 
nity of being reviewed in medical 
journals as a tribute to psycho- 
analysis. ‘ 

Mr. McBride also published “Lime- 
house Nights,” wnerein Thomas 
Burke mingled beauty and brutality 
as strangely 2s Mr. Cabell did myth- 
ology and imagination, learning and 
brilliancy. But it is not to_ be 
thought that the house of McBride 
is entirely given over to even the 
most exquisite novels for no less 
formidable and abused a work than 
Treitschke’s “History of Germany 
in the Nineteenth Century” in at 
least seven valumes, which received 
almost as much credit for poison- 
ing the German mind as “Thus 
Spake Zarathustra,” is one of his 
liabilities. 

But when it comes to upholding 
nobly the torch of culture, Boni 
& Liveright are without a rival. 
There surely lives not a man of 
brow so high that he scorns “The 
Modern Library,” which is culled 
from the whole earthly field of cul- 
ture and includes the berated works 
of Nietzsche, the admired works of 
Walter Pater and others ag various 
as Swinburne and Samuel Butler 
May Sinclair and Oscar Wilde. 
Schopenhauer and Turgeneiff. While 
they feel distinctly safer with the 
older culture, Messrs. Boni & 
Liveright will allow the very most 
advanced of the moderns the bless- 
ing of their imprint. Gilbert Can- 
nan’s “The Release of the Soul,” 
Bomain Rolland’s equalty pacific, 
but incomparably finer, “Liluli,” 
Waldo Frank's “fur America” and 
other such symptoms of the advanc- 
ing hour make up in modernity for 
the volume entitled “The Modern 
Book of French Yerse” and com- 
piled by our Mr, Béni himself, which 
begins with some unremembered 
troubadour of fhe twelfth century, 
though it ends Pith Francis Jammes, 
Paul Fort agi such novelties of 
yesteryear aid which seems to be 
modern prin@ipally in omitting the 
contemporarits of Julius Caesar. 

All of thse young publishers 
seem to beMieeply bitten with that 
radicalism Byhich js apparently a 
necessary @tribute of the _ intel- 
lectual tod@ Anyone who writes 
n “The N@w Republic” is quite

published by Mr. B. W. Huebsch ina 
Belgian blue (not chosen because it 
is Belgian) cover ornamented with 
the seven-branched candlestick, 
which is his variant of the torch 
of culture. Mr. Francis Hackett has 
twice been thus presented, once in 
his literary aspect and once as a 
fairly _. militant Hibernian. Mr. 
Huebsch also published Gilbert Can- 
nan’s more than ordinarily pacifist 
satire, “Windmills,” said by the 
cognoscenti to be remindful of Ana- 
tole France’s “Penguim Island,” and 
he has just been issuing books on 
Russia in convulsions, on the steel 
strike by the syndicalist gentleman 
who fomented it, and other equally 
revolutionary volumes. But he is 
entitled to the gratitude of all those 
people who admire the novel as a 
form of literature rather than as 
a substitute for a movie or an ice- 
cream soda, since he published in 
America James Joyce’s “A Portrait 
of the Artist as a Young Man,” the 
first of the impressionist novels and 
still the best in spite of his rapidly 
lengthening line of sincerest. flat- 
terers. 

Mr. Thomas Seltzer, the young- 
est of these young publishers has 
started off notably with Magdeleine 
Marx’s novel of the new woman, 
entitled quite simply ““‘Woman,” and 
less notably with Douglas Gold- 
ring’s “Margot’s Progress,” which 
serves only on good purpose, 
to wit, showing the doubting how 
remarkably clever Mackenzie's ‘The 
Vanity Girl” is. He also goes in 
for the repertory theater type of 
play. and how he is to make a liv- 
ini does not yet appear. 

The Four Seas company has its 
Intentions plainly indicated in its 
title and lives up to them with a 
catalog headed by a novel trans- 
lated from Brazilian Portuguese, 
and eked out by stories from those 
Armenians who have avoided mas- 
sacre by. Magvars, Czecho-Slo- 
vaks and even by writers of less 
unknown stories like Spain and 
Norway. 

Published Keynes’ Book. 

But the real honors among the in- 
fants of the publishing business go 
to Harcourt, Brace & Howe, who 
cut their eye-teeth promptly on 
“The Economic Consequences of the 
Peace,” by John Maynard Y-eynes, 
the most popular book on a serious 
subject in the memory of the oldest 
librarian. It is traditionally easier 
to be amusing about a subject by 
abusing it than by sweetly praising 
it, and if there is something in the 
misfortunes even of our friends not 
altogether is pleasing to our wretch- 
ed human natures, it is no marvel 
that a gentleman who entirely dis- 
approves of all the gentlemen who 
made the treaty together with all 
their works, has succeeded in be- 
ing exceedingly interesting. . Fif- 
ty thousand copies of Mr. Keynes’ at 
two dollars and a half for two hun- 
dred and ninety-eight pages, even 
with the paper shortage, ought to 
allow these infants to walk alone 
and to give up the very feeble fic- 
tion they are afflicting the world 
with for something comparable to 
Rosenfeld’s “Musical Portraits,” 
Gaston’s “Non-Partisan League,” 
Philip LittelPs “Books and Things.” 
and those other ornaments of their 
catalog. Harcourt is a delightful 
combination of the freshness of 
Boni and of Huebsch, with the dig- 
nity and literary discernment of 
Macmillan. 

But the supply of literary master- 
pieces is one thing which is much 
smaller even than the small demand 
and even the youngest publisher 
cannot find a Cabell,'a Hergesheim- 
er or a Keynes every equinox ~* our 
young publishers will probably in 
the course of a decade become pros- 
perous and able to compromise with 
art quite comfortably. But by that 
time they will no longer .be the 
}young publishers and a new gener- 
ation will have arisen to uphold the 
drooping torch.

English Scenes 
Being Filmed by 
U. S. Red Cross 
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Londin, September °295.—The Ameri- 
can Red Cross has embarked in 
the moti_n picture travelogue busi- 
ness in England. Camera men are 
cranking away in picturesque old 
villages, in Shakespeare's War- 
wickshire and in the haunts of 
Robert Burns, in Scotland. 

More than that, many of the areas 
that became famillar to American 


soldiers during thé war are to be 
picturized, including that spot of 
grim memories, the. island of Islay, 
off the, coast of Scotland, where 
two American troopship disasters 
oceurred during the war. The Amer- 
ican Red Cross recently erected on 
Islay a monument to the 500 Yanks 
who lost their lives in torpedoed 
transports. 

The Red Cross camera squad is 
under the direction of Major C. D. 
Morris, head of the American Red 
Cross bureau of pictures in Paris. 
Major Morris declares that the idea 
back of this exploit is to produce a 
series of representative films 
“whose exhibition in American 
schools and churches will serve to 
cement the friendship and assist the 
good understanding between the two 
great Anglo-Saxon people.” He gave 
the following as a statement of 
olicy: , 

“The Red Cross recognizes the 
pressing need for interesting and 
instructive films and is earnestly 
endeavoring to assist in meeting 
this need. Educational. scenic and 
exceptional industrial films will be 
offered, as well as many pertain- 
ing to public health, Americaniza- 
tion and related topics. The pnic- 
tures produced abroad will cover a 
wide range of subjects of historic 
and educational valve.”

N ocean grew where there was

A miracle of construction is the 
transformation—one of the miracles 
50 common in the great plants where 
motion’ pictures are produced. 

Cecil B. de Mille, master director, 
was producing “The Little American.’ 
The sinking of the Lusitania was to be 
depicted. Ten days’ notice was given. 
If the “set” were not ready at the ap- 
pointed time a waste of time and with 
it a colossal waste of money would be 
the certain result. 

The open stage was toe be the scene 
of the record-breaking construction 
work. A squad of forty men’ was set 
to work. Day and night for the next 
ten days two score men toiled, a new 
shift coming on as the last one moved 
off. 

Finish on Time. 

When the appointed time was up, 
Cecil B. de Mille called “Camera!” for 
all was ready. o- 

Here is what had been done: 

The stage had been torn up and 21.,- 
120 cubic feet of dirt had been dug up 
and hauled away. 

With the excavation of the proper 
dimensions—60 feet long, 32 feet wide, 
and 11 feet deep—the forms had been 
built, then the concrete poured in and 
allowed to “set” to, make a water- 
proof tank. 

Then had come the building of the 
gorgeous Lusitania salon, with its 
grand staircase, its beautiful decora- 
tive echeme and its elegant furnish- 
ings. In addition, elaborate mechan- 
ical apparatus had been installed to 
permit of the actual sinking. 

Photoplay patrons, the wide world 
over, commented on the remarkable 
realism of the finished scenes. Prob- 
ably only a negligible majority imag- 
ined the filming had been done on a 
studio stage; surely none would have 
believed that a blank stage had been 
transformed in so short a space of time 
as ten days. , 

A miracle of construction surely, yet 
one that has been duplicated more than 
once by the smooth-working machin- 
ery arranged for that branch of pro- 
duction activity. 

Quick action is the prime ditty of 
every department of a producing or- 
ganization. In line with that duty, 
“speed” properly described the work of 
those. units whose combined efforts 
produce the “sets,” exterior and in- 
terior, used in pictures of today. 

One more striking example of 
“speed” was furnished in the filming 
of “The Little American,’ when the 
chateau par excellence was built in 
ten working days. The ground area 
was 90x40 feet, and the buildings rose 
40 feet in the air. The “set” was not 
merely a front, but was a complete 
structure—four sides,” as the tech- 
‘nical chaps put it. 

That chateat' was a lavish affair, 
yet months are ordinarily resuired to 
finish the simplest bungalow. 

There's a slogan they use at the 
studio—“Nothing is impossible.” What- 
ever is wanted can be done, and done 
when itis wanted! And the seemingly 


impossible bas been done time and 
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time again, not only in the matter of 
time consumed but also in, the results 
obtained. 4

How? The process is this: os 

The story is divided by “continuity” 
into scenes. All those scenes “shot” 
in one set are read and the action 
that takes place in the set visualized 
by the art director. 
cessfully, his experience as an actor 
and theatrical director is even more 
important than his ability as an archi- 
tect or decorator. 

The art director devises a scheme of 
arrangement which will present the 
action of the gtory in the most dra- 
matic and effective manner, affording 
the best compositions at important 
moments, 

This arrangement is first visualized 
as a perspective sketch and then re- 


duced to a scaled ground plan, so that, 


it may be studied with reference to 
the width and height angles of the 
camera, These angles, by. the way, 
are surprisingly narrow. A&ten feet 
from the camera equipped with the av- 
erage lens its field is only four feet 
six inches wide by three feet eight 
inches high. At 20 feet from the 
camera the field is double, and so it 
goes. 


Determine Style of Set. 
It will be seen that the composition 
has to be specially adapted to be effec- 


tive within these narrow limits. 

With the plan and arrangement 
definitely decided on and the architec- 
tural style of the set determined, the 
art director gives the scheme to his 
force of architectural draughtsmen. 
They reduce it to architectural work- 
ing drawings charted to scale, and sup- 
plemented by full size details of 
mouldings, carvings and other ‘details. 

The “lay-out”—consisting of scale 
drawings of plan, elevation, sections 


and details—then is ready for the 


stage manager. 
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But before the “lay-out” goes to the 
stage manager, the position, size and 
character of the principal pieces of 
furniture are indicated on the work- 
ing drawings, suitable places for the 
articles of furnishing being carefully 
provided.

To do this suc- /provide to “dress” the set. 


Put Into Construction. 
While these are being procured, the 
set goes to the head of the carpenter 


shop and is put into construction, The 
special mouldings, trimmings and 
carvings are given to the mill men, 
wood carvers for preparation. In this 
connection, let it be noted that the stu- 
dio purchases nothing but rough lum- 
ber, all the finish work being Wone in 
its own mill. Getting back to the pro- 
cess of construction—the set is built 
and assembled in the carpenter shop. 
Then it is removed te une of the big 
stages, or to the exterior location, 
where the stage manager has “spotted” 
it—or laid out a place for its final 
erection. In doing this, of course, the 
position of the camera and the lhght 
are carefully considered. 

In erecting the “set,” suitable “back- 
ings” are provided to stop the views 
which the camera will catch through 
doors, windows and other openings. 
Brick and plaster protections are built 
in for practical fire-places, and the 
scene is completed and turned over to 
the painters. 

Given Final “Once-Over.” 

The art director, house painters and 
interior decorators fix the- tolor 
scheme of the woodwork, wall cover- 
ings, hangings and carpets, and the 
painting is done accordingly. With 
the completion of this work—the 
staining and varnishing of the floors 
being the last step—the “set” is given 
over to the interior decorators to be 
furnished and “dressed.”

The Important Factors, 

Cost is not a prime consideration in 
construction work at a studio.

Frequently a “set” will cost ten or 
twenty thousand dollars or more and 
will be shown on the screen for sixty 
seconds or less. And it is by no means 
uncommon to entirely eliminate from 
the finished picture some costly “set” 
that in the final cutting had to be 
dropped to get the picture down to the 
proper footage without allowing its 
dramatic value to suffer.

THE TRAFFIC LAWS. 
For awhile it looked as if Atlanta 


was making material progress in 
the improvement of street traffic 
conditions as the result of the new 
non-parking ordinance.

Traffic was 
cleared on the main avenues of 
the city and cars were not permit- 
ted to be hung up against side- 
walks in thé non-parking zone.

The police department is doing 
its best to enforce these ordi- 
nances, but it cannot make head- 
way without reasonable co-opera- 
tion from the public. That co- 
operation was extended at first— 
but it is lessening now. The police 
have undoubtedly, and properly so, 
not wished to be too drastic, but 
the time is coming when they will 
be forced to drastic action if the 
city ordinances are to be ignored. 
Only by close and constant at- 
tention to such enforcement can 
adequate results be obtained. 

It is a question of “eternal vigi- 
lance,” and Atlanta’s usually vigi- 
lant police department can, and no 
doubt will, meet and solve this 
problem. 

The police department is fully 
capable of producing the results 
that the city has a right to expect 
in the enforcement of both of 
these ordinances. 

Lack of attention to the viola- 
tion of both ordinances encourages 
widespread disregard for them. 

If one car is permitted to stand 
against the sidewalk longer than 
the law allows, other cars will 
stand a little longer, until after 
awhile the city will be back to the 
condition of all-day parking. 

All vehicles should be kept mov- 
ing on the non-parking streets, 
except when they stop to take on 
or to take off those who use them.

BACK TO THE COUNTRY. 

The 1920 census returns, for the 
first time in the history of Amer- 
ica, show that a majority of the 
people of this country are dwelling 
within the limits of cities. This 
fact has created no little fear in the 
minds of political.economists, and 
has caused them to point omi- 
nously to the example of Rome. 

One of the problems created by 
this condition is that of a possible 
lessening of our food supply. 

The production of food in ade- 
quate quantities will be cared for 
no doubt by the operation of the 
economic laws of supply and de- 
mand, the reduction in the number 
of urban laborers required, and the 
change in the psychic attitude to- 
wards rural life. 

Heretofore a premium has rested 
upon urban life in the minds of 
the masses.

The handicap of weak nerves, lack 
of resourcefulness and ignorance 
of nature, is recognized. 

The key to all success lies in an 
individual consciousness of respon- 
sibility. A child can best be taught 


the dependency of living things 
upon it. In a rural life where 
fields of foodstuffs and pastures 
full of animals depend so inti- 
mately upon those close about the 
child, and in turn the lives of 
others upon that food source, the 
principle is a daily object lesson. 

From whatever viewpoint, one 
fact stands out clearly: that the 
betterment of rural conditions by 
giving every possible advantage 
to make farm life agreeable, pleas- 
ant and compensating, will tend to 
increase farm production and solve 
urban labor problems.

Helena!

The blast of sheer physical force 
which tore great gaps in the gran- 
ite facade of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
rudely wrecking portions of the 
sacred treasury temple of the gov- 
ernment, killing its score and ten 
and wounding hundreds of others, 
did more than shake the granite 
foundations of the great financial] 
center; it sent a rude psychic shock 
throughout the nation.

We had better fairly front the 
fact that when the Teuton monster 
struck with such terrific force the 
civilization.of the world, it aroused 
all the potent passions of our ani- 
mal nature, and deflected the cur- 
rent of constructive thought into 
the channel of blind destructive 
force. We did bind this German 
beast, but how much of the un- 
leashed beast within ourselves was 
left untamed and uncontrolled? Did 
we defeat the armies of German 
materialism on the field of battle, 
only to become its victim in these 
days of so-called peace? 

Punishment Versus Prevention. 

All friends of good government 
will agree that the,perpetrators of 
this fiendish crime in Wall street 
must be apprehended by the law 
and through legal methods _ pre- 
vented from ever again endangering 
jife and property. We will also 
agree that the full force and in- 
telligence of our police system 
should seek to discover and prevent 
the repetition of such horrors. 

Thus far the way is clear. 
Our real problem is not that of 
autocratic Russia, how to destroy 


anarchists in action, but a problem 
of Amerircan democracy, how to 
destroy the spirit of anarchy out of 
which anarchists are born. And 
Submit that in the light both of 
reason and experience, our methods 
must not be those of autocracy, but 
in every detail an expression of the 
genius of democracy.

Spoken .words have never 
yet hurt a just. government, but 
words suppressed by force gather 
the pent power of volcanic fires. 
Yes, there are professional agita- 
tors, criminal conspirators, and 
academic theorists whose business 


it is to fan these fires of discontent 
and play upon these prejudices and 
passions. The success or failure of 
these men to turn the discontented 
of this country into radical social- 
ists or anarchists depends upon the 
attitude of our industrial and po- 
litical leadership. 

How stupid it was for men to 
think they could destroy this gov- 
|ernment with TNT. You can’t de- 
|stroy Amreica by the terrorism of 
'physical force. No! . But neither 
can America destroy the spirit of 
‘anarchy by the terrorism of phys- 
ical force. 

TNT is a cvre for nothing.

I only know that when oceasion- 
ally I ot hold of a pound of but- 
ter, Sugar or bread, I had finished 
it in less than half an hour. With 
the voracity of a savage beast one 
swallowed any available food with- 
out the ast, though of the per- 
haps Starving neighbor. 

“You will hardly believe what the 
Once spoiled citizen of Petrograd 
could put up with in the way of 
food. At the beginning we used 
to fry quite tasty horse steaks in 
cocoa butter or linseed oil; later 
on when the horse flesh became 
dearer and almost unobtainable, we 
used to cook pieces of flesh of 
unknown origin, probably from cats 
and dogs, with some gray soapy 
lookine liquid called “klopkoshar,” 
which caused a most ghastly smell] 
all over the house. When even 
this stuff became scarce castor oil 
had to be used for cooking pur- 
poses. 


Ham in Marmalade. 


‘In the streets one*could buy all 
sorts of made up meat and vegeta- 
ble pies; that may sound all right, 
but considering that these pies were 
made of potato peelings and other 
ingredients, which I dare not men- 
tion, one could not help feeling: 
sick at the sight of them. “Cau- 
casian candies’ were always greéeat- 
ly in demand and specially favored 
by those who could still afford a 
sweet tooth. These candies con- 
sisted mainly of apple peelings, 
raisins and nuts ground together 
with the shells and mixed with a 
bitter syrup. Occasionally I also 
came across some rags and even 
bunches of hair as part of the mar- 
melade. 

“The main food in Petrograd con- 
sisted of pickled fish and white 
turnips which naturally caused an 
unquenchable thirst. One drank 
water by the bucket and as the 
weakened body could not cope with 
all the water that was poured into 
it we gradually began to swell 
hence the swollen faces, a special 
feature of all refugees. I knew a 
school teacher who had actually tog 
drain his body every morning be- 
fore getting up by opening. with a 
pin the blisters on his feet whith 
were so big that he could not get 
into his boots. Whereas young and 
middle-aged people used to swell, 
old people on the eontrary shrank; 
their skin dried out and hung in 
folds. In most cases they died of 
weakness. 

“Tt was still harder to bear the 
cold and the darkness than hunger. 
We were shivering for months, 
though we hardly ever took off our 
overcoats, hands and (feet were 
frost-bitten: the longer it lasted the 
more nervous and worn one became. 
How often did I hear people ex- 
claim: ‘This is the end; we can 
bear no more!’ and yet we all stuck 
out. Old people used to remain in 
bed while the younger ones some- 
how earned their living. Lucky were 
those who had a job! Others had to 
clear away the snow or do the 
dirtiest work available, 

“Those who were either too weak 
or too old to get about were work- 
ing at home as well as they could 
during the short hours when there 
was light. I knew several old la- 
dies who used to make various lit- 
tle fashionable articles out of .bits 
of silk and lace. I myself, have 
sat up many a moonlight night sew- 
ing silk ties and shawls for the 
red sailors and their sweethearts. 

“Everybody tried to sell every- 
thing he could possibly do without.

But the failure of President Wil- 
son to obtain the ratification of the 
treaty of Versailles in the United 
States senate, the popular revolt 
against the Paris promises of the 
president resulted in something ap- 
proaching a real disaster for 
France. The Anglo-American treaty 
fell by the wayside, since British 
ratification and performance were 
contingent upon American, France 
found herself alone in Europe, with 
no certainty of American aid and 
confronted by the hostilities she 
had invited by adhering to Anglo- 
American rather than continental | 
principles. It was now the task of 
the French statesmen to recon- 


struct their political edifice, to re- 
make their foreign policy in such 
fashion as to repair the mistakes 
of the Paris conterence. 

We have had jn recent weeks 
three very significant evidences of 
the result. of French industry. 
These are, first the French aid to 
the Poles; second, the Franco-Bel- 
gian treaty of military alliance and 
third the recent Franco-ltalian 
agreement at  Aix-les-Bains, to 
which the name of alliance was sig- 
nificantly affixed in the official 
statement of the results of the con- 
ference between Millerand and Gio- 
litti. Now all three of these cir- 
cumstances demonstrate that 
France has returned to the conti- 
nental system, to the system or al- 
liance, which Clemenceau proclaim- 
ed but abanflioned in 1919. 

Peinnd as Ally. 

Now this French source at the 
outset discloses the conclusion 
reached in Paris that both Great 
Britain and the United States are 
no longer to be reckoned upon as 
French allies without question, in 
any new European crisis and, fur- 
ther, that Mr. Wilson’s league of 
nations has proven of itself a com- 
plete and _ jirremediable failure. 
France has had to turn from the 
provisions of the league of nations 
to the realities ‘of old-fashioned al- 
liances to insure her future safety 
against Germany. 

Now to analyze the three epi- 
sodes which I have just enumerat- 
ed, with the French purpose in 
mind, is to discover how successful 
Millerand has been. In the first 
place Poland is an essential cir- 
cumstance in French safety. A Po- 
land of twenty-five or thirty mil- 
lions of people, able to mobilize 


not less than half a million troops 
in case of a new war, will act on 
the German eastern frontier as 


Russia did. in 1914. Moreover, if 
this army is organized on French 
lines and commanded by officers 
who share the ! French view, 
France will be assured of a division 
of German forces on the morning 
of the next struggle. Not only this, 
but Poland will be only a little 
more than a hundred miles from 
Berlin and the German can wo lon- 
ger rely upon the Vistula as a bar- 
rier to Slav invasion. 

By Weygand’s brilliant achieve- 
ment France has re-established her 
influence and prgstige in Poland and 
she has saved Poland for the future 
as the first of the secondary pow- 
ers in Europe. She has e-. tablish- 
ed a country on the eaStern flank 
of Germany, whose policy must fall 
in with that of France, whose ac- 
tion in case of a new German at- 
tack upon France can be acceptéd 
in advance. French policy will un- 
doubtedly support Poland in the 
inevitable attempt of the Pdles to 
obtain complete control of-Danzig 
and to gain a feasible frontier on 
the Russian. side, both circum- 
stances Laving importance § for 
France. 

Turning now to the Belgian treaty 
it is plain that France must for the 
future bear in mind the experience 
of 1914. .Belgium was then a neu- 
tral state. French troops could not 
intervene until G@rmany had” ac- 
tually invaded Belgium and there 
had never been any preliminary un- 
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on, as did in 
1914, but in the present state of 
British domestic ~ politics, this 
proved impossible. one the less 
both nations can hope that the re- 
sult of any future German attack 
would be for the British the same 
as in the case of the last. 


But France has a third problem. 
She was able to meet the German 
attack six years ago with her full 
force, only because Italy, despite 
her partnership with Austria and 
Germany promptly proclaimed her 
neutrality, which was a benevolent 
neutrality, so far as France was 
eéncerned. Thus the troops which 
were assigned to the duty of cov- 
ering the Franco-Italian frontier 
between* Mont Blanc and Mentor 
were transferred to the east and 
the other French troops garrison- 
ing Tunia and Algeria were trans- 
ported to France. 


All the advantages gained by the 
Belgian and Polish treaties and al- 
liances would be lost if France had 
in the next German war to defend 
her Alphine frontier and such a 
possibility was plainly to be faced 
as a consequence of French support 
of Anglo-American opposition to 
Italian aspiration in the Adriatic. 
Underlying all else'in the recent 
French-Italian understanding is the 
unmistgkable change of front of 
the French in the matter of the 
Adriatic. Henceforth France will 
raise no protest to Italian annexa- 
tion of Fiume and we may expert 
presently the announcement that 
Italy with French approval has set 
out to apply the treaty of London, 
which gavé the Italians the north- 
€érn half of Dalmatia. 

In.a word, France, left alone in 
Europe, beth by the British and the 
Americans, has rejected Anglo- 
esa aya policy, the cause of her 
break with Italy and given her con- 
sent that Italy shall pursue a course 
in direct contradiction of that de- 
manded by Mr..Wilson and insisted 
upon, eVen after Orlando had quit 
Paris and Italy had rallied to his 
support. In reality, the conversa- 
tion at Aix-les-Rains represents the 
repudiation of the Wilson policy of 
Paris,

As a consequence French troops 
could not get up in time to assist

In any future attack upon France 
through Belgium, the French must 
be assured of immediate co-opera- 
tion of the Belgians.

The 
first step.in arriving at this result 
was the decision of Belgium against 
retaining her character as a neu- 
tra] state, a character which was 
revealed as purely imaginary by the 
events of 1914.

The sum of all these interesting 
developments represents the return 
to the system of alliances.

She has found an 
ally in Belgium against any new 
German attack across Belgian fron- 
tiers and the terms of the alliance 
inSure the existenre of a strong 
Belgian army, which can promise 
equality of numbers, probably su- 
periority on the westérn front, even 
if Germany ‘successfully evades 
most of the disarmament provisions 
of the treaty of Versailles. Finally, 
by coming to an understanding with 
Italy she has partially erased the 
bitterness resulting from the Clem- 
enceau course at Paris and acquired 
measurable security in the south- 
east. 

Thus France is free, if Germany 
again challenges the tr -:y of Ver- 
sailles, to act without any large 
regard either for American or Brit- 
ish views. To be sure such action 
might cost her the moral advantage 
incident to the continuation of the 
occupation of German territory by 
American and British forces. But 
this moral advantage is or little ma- 
terial benefit, both because the 
forces are of themselves small and, 
because it is an open secret that 
neither nation would reinforce them

glo-Saxon support to French policies 
on the continent. She has also es- 
caped from the crippling influence 
of the’ manifest change in British 
sentiment and the unmistakable 
support by vitally important British 
element of the proposal to seeK a 
modification of the terms of the 
treaty of Versailles at the expense 
of France and for the benefit of 
Germany immediately and of world 
peace indirectly. 

If Germany now repeats her of- 
fending of the spring, France can 
act with little regard for British 
or American criticism.

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Action by Members of 
Southeastern Wholesale 
Dry Goods Association, 
as Foreshadowed in Con- 
stitution Last Week, 
Creates Deep Interest. 


The most outstanding event of 
the week in wholesale dry goods 
circles, and one that will be re- 
ceived with intense interest by ev- 
ery retail dealer in the southeast, 
was the action of the local members 
of the Southeastern Wholesale Dry 
Goods association in deciding te 
refuse returned goods from dealers 
who attempt arbitrarily, and with- 
out proper negotiation, to send back 
merchandise that has been shipped 
to and accepted by the buyer. 

This action was foreshadowed by 
The Constitution on September 19 
as the possible local outcome of 
the practice of returning goods 
which has grown to dangerous pro- 
portions in the past few months. 
Large houses in the north set the 
pace some time ago and have con- 
sistently refused to accept goods 
returned to them except by proper 
negotiation. Atlanta houses have 
battled with the matter they say 
until the only solution seemed to 
be in a united and positive stand. 
They claim the action was forced 
upon them as whelesalers all over 
the country have adopted this meth-

If 
he feels that he can meet his diffi- 
culty by returning the goods pur- 
chased several months before and 
rebuy from the same or another 
firm-at a lower price—and still 
maintain his usual margin of profit 
—then the entire loss must be borne 
by the wholesaler, and in the ena 
that would eliminate every whole- 
saler in the country by the simple 
process of bankruptcy proceedfhgs.

Pan-American Commerce 


——— 


(Editor’s Note—The following ar- 
ticle by Mr. H. O. Mitchell, formerly 
on the staff of, La Hacienda, and 
specialist in. foreign trade, was 
written for The City Buildeg, the 
monthly publication of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce. It is, by 
permission, reproduced here in full.) 


“Why should we seek foreign 
trade,”” remarked a prominent At- 
lanta manufacturer, not long ago. 
“Our plant cannot begin to fill or- 
ders at home, let alone go after 
business abroad. Besides.” hs add- 
ed, “we don’t know how.” 

That, briefly stated, expresses 
both the attitude of far too many 
southern business men, and the rea- 
son why more interest is not shown 
in our opportunities for trade with 
Latin-America, 

To supply just such a need, the 
Southern Commercial Congress, co- 
operating with the Pan-American 
union and the United States bure&u 
of foreign and domestic commerce, 
has worked out a practical, inten- 
sive training course in foreign 
trade. The first school is now 
being Drought to a close after five 
weeks of gratifying success in 
Washington, D. C. The attendance 
was both large and representative 
of many industries and individuals 
from all walks of life, and prac- 
tically every section of the country. 

Atlanta now nas the opportunity 
to*profit by the work of this school. 
At the invitation of the chamber vf 
commerce, the Southern Commer- 
cial Congress has consented ‘to hold 
its second seSsion of the ¢-hoo: :n 
this city. That Atlanta is must for- 
tunate to obtain this course goes 
without saying. it now remains tor 
her manufacturers, dSankers, busi- 
ness men and/studenris to give their 
loyal support ts. the governmenit, 
extend their . hospitality to the 
prominent goverrment and forcign 
officials who wi!] visit the city in 
behalf of the scnoo!, aud provide 
an attendance worthv of its com- 
pliment to Atlanta. . 

The course will open on Septem- 
ber 27, lasting through October 23. 
It will be known as the Atlanta 
“Plattsburg” for Pan-American 
Commerce, and will embrace the 
following curriculum: 

(1) Selling—Lectures in the meth- 
ods and channels of selling Ameri- 
can goods in foreign markets, cov- 
ering the following subjects: Sur- 
vey of sales problems; study of the 
market; direct sales problems; the 
export middleman; agents and agen- 
cies: traveling salesmen; corre- 
spondence, catalogues and adyertis- 
ing; export combinations; a contrast 
of markets for American goods; 
factors affecting marketing of 
American goods; miscellaneous 
sales factors; terms of payment; 
terms of delivery; tendencies in 
economic reconstruction and export 
trade aids. 

(2) Paper Work—Lectures and 
practice covering the different steps 
in four export transactions, with 
the proper use of papers and docu- 
ments, including the following sub- 
jects: The inquiry: the quotation; 
the “firm” order; the purchase or- 
der: shipment to seaboard; the for- 
eign freight forwarder; shipping 
procedure; ocean bills of lading: 
marine insurance; consular invoice; 
the financial papers, and practice 
upon papers for complete transac- 
tions. 

(3) Pan-American Commerce— 
Lectures and discussions on the 
principal phases of commerce tn- 
cluding the following: Geographi- 
cal, ecqnomic, social, political and 
commercial conditions and charac- 
teristics: commodities of lLatin- 
American commerce; foreign corre- 
spondence; packing: foreign ex- 
change; ocean transportation; ports 
and terminal facilities; history of 
commerce; consular procedure; tar- 
iffs and commercial treaties and 
export combinations. 

(4). Language—Instruction and 
practice’ in the use of commercial 
Spanish. 

The chairman of the advisory 
eouncil is Director General John 
Barrett, of the Pan-American union. 
He has been directly ana cfficial'y 
connected for twenty-five years 
with the foreign service -f the 
United States, an! has been. the 
executive officer of the Pan-Ameri- 
can union for the last fourteen 
years, during which period Pan- 
American commerce has experi- 
enced its extraordinary growth. 

Mr. Barrett will keep in, close 
touch with the school and plans to 
deliver several lectures during the 
course. The director .general of 
the Southern Commercial Congress, 
Dr. Clarence J. Owens, economic 
commissioner of Panama and direc- 
tor of economic commissfons to 
Latin-America and Europe, will be 
in éonstant touch with the schoo] 
and act in an advisory capacity 
throughout the course. Others who 
will have much to do with shaping 
the course of instruction, are Dr. R. 
S. MacElwee, the new director of 
the bureau of foreirn and domestic 
commerce of the department of 
commerce of the United States, who 
has had many years’

Public Demand Is For Good Containers 


By C. E. Skidmore, Secretary-Manager of the Southeastern Box 
Manufacturers’ Association. 


At no previous period in the his- 
tory of American trade has the in- 
fluence of the buying public been 
so definitely felt in the matter of 
proper packing of goods and the 
containers that carry them as at 
Present. Although this influence 
is indirect it is nevertheless posi- 
tive and pronounced and it is being 
recognized by progressive and for- 
ward looking business men in every 
line of trade — manufacturing, 
wholesale, jobbing and retail. 

It is the voice of the ultimate 
consumer that must be heard in the 
end and it certainly will. pay to 
listen to it at the start and thus 
save a long string of losses and 
worries. 


When the goods are placed on the 
shelves of the retailer—or rather, 
when they are handed down from 
those shelves to the consumer—a 
torn label, a dented container or a 
sOiled appearance means too much 
loss to the dealer for him to con- 
tinue handling that particular line, 
when a competing line is laid down 
to him in the condition that means 
ready sales. The public wants the 
undamaged, clean and salable 
looking package—and the public is 
going to have what it wants these 
days. The fact is that the proper 
packing of goods in the proper con- 
tainers is fast becoming one sub- 
ject that will not go unnoticed by 
any of the various channels through 
which goods pass on their way from 
the manufacturer to the consumer. 

Shipping containers automatically 
divide themselves into but two 
classes, Ahe secure and insecure. It 
makes no difference whether their 
construction be in the form of box, 
crate, barrel or basket, or whether 
they be manufactured frem wood, 
veneer, paper, corrugated or solid 
fiber. 

The secure container is one that 
will safely transport its contents 
to the ultimate consumer in perfect 
condition. The insecure container, 


and unfortunately those that pre- 
uominate today, May be a poorly 
constructed one, one that was made 
to carry thirty pounds into waich 
have been placed seventy-five 
pounds, or one that has been care- 
lessly assembled. This encourages 
pilferage, and really solicits loss 
and damage. .A can or package 
reaching the retailer with its label 
torn, or with its sides dented or 
broken, is not picked out by the 
housewife in marketing, althnougn 
its contents may be in perfect con- 
dition. Ultimately the retailer, in 
self-defense, is forced to switch to 
some other brand for no otner rea- 
son than an insecure container. 
It avails but little to produce a 
superior commodity unles- that 
commodity be delivered to the con- 
sumer in perfect condition. The 
Same care should be exercised in 
packing as in manufacturing. 
In the case of a wooden box, its 
}strength jis more dependent upon 
the number, size, kind and place- 
ment of nails, than upon the thick- 
ness and quality of lumber used in 
its construction. Adding cleats, in- 
creasing the thickness of the ends, 
and the use of metal strapping also 
|increases its strengtn, 
Generally speaking, adequate con- 
tainers are given but passing con- 
sideration in today’s business; in 
fact, their original cost is princi- 
pally the deciding factor. A good 
container naturally costs a trifle 
more than a flimsy one, but in the 
end is a dividend paying investment. 
When a suit of clothes is purchased, 
very serious consideration is given 
its quality, size, color, style and 
then price. Your containers de- 
serve the same eonsideration. 
There is no mistaking the hand- 
writing on the wall and the con- 
cern that expects a steady flow of 
business in the future will have 
to consider the steadily increasing 
demand of the public—although that 
demand is indirect—for this much 
neglected feature of modern mer- 
chandising. In its last analysis, it 
simply means better service and 
every merchant knows that it is 
that last touch of better service 


that brings the increased business.

Outlook Healthy in Georgia. 
Despite curtailment in ot%er sec- 
tions of the country, out of 151 
cotton mills in Georgia, not one has 
slowed down, and only one has re- 
duced wages, states an Atlanta dis- 
patch. Cotton will not sell under 


30 cents a pound this season and 
mills are willing”to pay from 30 to 
35 cents for staple, according to O. 
E. Glenn, of the Exposition Cotton 
mills, Atlanta.—Women’s Wear. 


“Banking ‘Panies Gone Forever.” 


“Banking panics are a thing of 
the past,” said Senator Gilbert M. 
Hitchcock in an address in the Ark- 
wright club in New York last week. 
“They are gone and gone forever.” 


Reassurance. 


‘The banks are at last in a way 
to look to the longer future with 
greater certainty,” says a promi- 
nent house closely associated with 
the banking element, according to 
R. E. Edmondson, writing in Daily 
News Record of New York. “The 
Wall street borrower may be con- 
siderably reassured in the prospect 
that the only jars likely this fall 
will be the result of momentary 
displacement of machinery which 
can be quickly corrected.” 


An Emergency Stabilizer. 

In reviewing the recent decline 
in cotton prices, W. C. Barnwell, of 
Ragan-Malone Dry Goods company, 
says: “The most prominent feature 
and’in striking contrast with other 
commodities, is the entire absence 
of business difficulties Mm cotton. 
The secret is not hard to find. Cot- 
ton happily enjoys the advantages 
of a future market—governed by 
federal statute—which, in times, of 
stress, acts as a cushion go absorb 
shocks from day to day,’ while at 
the same time attracting the en- 
terprising bargain hunters, who 
alone will come into a decliping 
market when all established fac- 
tors are either scared stiff or not 
financially able to buy.” 

Futures, he believes, will prove 
to have been made in such large 
quantities as re-establish the 
market on a fir sis.. 


Gold Inflation, 


“Money and its running mate, 
credit, are to be blamed for the 
present state of unrest and the 
high cost of living,’ declared Dr. 
Joseph French Johnson, dean ot 
N. Y. U. School of Commerce in a 
recent address. “The nation is at 
the peak of high prices, and yet 
there are those who deny the coun- 
try as whole ig in an inflated state 
on the ground that a gold standard 
does not admit of such a condition. 
As a matter of fact, gold itself is 
inflated, and thts watering of the 
gold dollar is not generally real- 
iseG.” = 


Close Profit Margins. 


“From a retail and wholesale 
standpoint, for a time at least, we 
are entering on an era of sub-nor- 
mal profits,” stated J. C. Prather, 
advert}sing manager of the Calla- 
way ores, LaGrange, Ga., while in 
Atlanta the past week. Observa- 
tion has convinced him, he says, 
that while business is now on the 
gain, the present business situation 
is requiring the operation on the 
closest profit margin of the last 
ten years. 


Protection of Cotton Prices. 


In commenting on the federal re- 
serve board’s decision not to make 
$pecial provision for protecting 
cotton prices, P. D. Yates, of Rid- 
ley-Yates company, says: 

“While this decision 
change the status quo ante, 
immediately assumed that the ap- 
plication for government aid was a 
confession of weakness on the part 
of holders, to be followed by dump- 
ing of first receipts on its refusal. 
Like all snap judgments, this as- 
sumption was far from the mark. 
The decision simply told the cotton 
producer to look out after his own 
fences and criticise him for not 
taking advantage of the weapon for 
his own protection provided for in 
better organization. 


Egyptian Crop Forecast High. 


The unofficial] estimate of the 
Egyptian cotton crop for this sea- 
son approximates 750,000,006 pounds, 
It is anticipated that, without mis- 
hap, the yield will exceed that of 
any year since the war. 


Recommends Thrift as Cure. 


High prices and the necessity of 
large volumes of money and credit 
to handle business were named as 
the causes of present high interest 
rates by John Moody, of Moody In- 
vestment Service, in an address at 
Kansas City. He predicted lower 
interest rates next year, and de- 
clared that the remedy for high in- 
terest rates was “plain thrift.” 


Liquidation Progressing Well. 

Holding that liquidation is mak- 
ing good progress and that the pub- 
lic buying attitude is. assuming 
more normal outlines, the First Na- 
tional of Philadelphia states in a 
current bulletin: “The country is 
making excellent progress in cash- 
ing in its high price inventories: 
and slowly, but surely, the nation 
is ocepting @ more reasonable price 
level.” 


Trade Straws and Saws, 


“A slowing down in the mill out- 
put and an increase in building 
as sage” over the country,” says 
W. L. Scott, southeastern manager 
of the Ohlen-Bishop company, “has 
resulted in a somewhat lighter 
trade in mill goods, but has de- 
veloped a heavier demand in hand 
saws and smaller tools.” This 
— which way the saws are go- 
ng.

Appeal Is Sent to Every 
Georgia Newspaper by 
Secretary of Press 
Association. 


Every newspaper in Georgia is 
being urged to aid the campaign 
for funds for the national democrat- 
ic committee to promote the candi- 
dacies of Governor Cox and Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt, according \ H.
